Talk aside, 

N Korean 
capital shows 
calm, not panic

PYONGYANG, North Korea 
(AP) — Scores of North Ko¬ 
reans of all ages planted 
trees as part of a foresta¬ 
tion campaign — armed 
with shovels, not guns. In 
the evening, women in 
traditional dress danced 
in the plazas to celebrate 
the 20th anniversary of the 
late leader Kim Jong M’s 
appointment to a key de¬ 
fense post. 

Despite more warnings 
from their leaders of im¬ 
pending nuclear war, peo¬ 
ple in the capital gave no 
sense of panic. 

Chu Kang Jin, a Pyong¬ 
yang resident, said every¬ 
thing is calm in the city. 
“Everyone, including me, 
is determined to turn out 
as one to fight for national 
reunification ... if the en¬ 
emies spark a war,” he 
added, using nationalist 
rhetoric common among 
many North Koreans when 
speaking to the media.

CYPRESS, Texas (AP) — A 
student went on a building- 
to-building stabbing attack 
at a Texas community col¬ 
lege Tuesday, wounding at 
least 14 people before be¬ 
ing subdued and arrested, 
authorities said. 

The attack at about 11:20 
a.m. on the Lone Star Com¬ 
munity College System 
campus sent at least 12 
people to area hospitals, 
including four people taken 
by helicopter, according to 
volunteer fire department 
spokesman Robert Rasa. 
He said several people 
refused treatment at the 
scene and all the wounds 


were consistent with stab¬ 
bing. Sheriff Adrian Garcia 
said officers responded to 
the campus after receiving 
a call about a male “on the 
loose" stabbing people. He 
said it was not immediately 
clear what type of weapon 
was used. 

“Some of the details in 
the call slip did indicate 
that students or faculty 
were actively respond¬ 
ing to work to subdue this 
individual,” Garcia said, 
describing the man as be¬ 
ing about 21 years old and 
enrolled at the college. “So 
we're proud of those folks, 
but we're glad no one else 
is injured any more severely 
than they are.” 

Lone Star officials initially 
urged people on campus, 


about 25 miles (40 kilome¬ 
ters) northwest of down¬ 
town Houston, to take 
shelter and be on alert for 
a second suspect. But the 
sheriff's department said a 
short time later that authori¬ 
ties believed just one per¬ 
son was responsible. 

“It was the same suspect 
going from building to 
building,” department 
spokesman Thomas Gillil¬ 
and said. 

Garcia said buildings still 
were being searched Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

Student Teaundrae Perry¬ 
man said he was in class 
when he received a text 
message from a friend 
and went outside to see a 
young woman being load¬ 
ed into an ambulance with 


what appeared to be stab 
wounds to either her neck 
or head. He said he didn’t 
receive an email alert from 
the college until 11:56 a.m. 
“I was concerned but I 
wasn’t afraid because I 
was with a large group of 
people,” the 21-year-old 
said, later adding, “The po¬ 
lice got to the scene very 
quickly.” The four people 
taken by helicopter and 
two others with moderate 
injuries were taken to Me¬ 
morial Hermann Hospital. 
Of those six, two were in 
critical condition and four 
were in fair condition Tues¬ 
day afternoon, hospital 
spokeswoman Alex Rodri¬ 
guez said.

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Top senator announces Thursday gun control vote

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. Senate's top Democrat 
set the first showdown vote 
in Congress on President 
Barack Obama's gun con¬ 
trol drive for Thursday as a 
small but mounting number 
of Republicans appear will¬ 
ing to buck a conservative 
effort to prevent debate 
from even beginning. 
Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid criticized Repub¬ 
licans anew Tuesday for try¬ 
ing to prevent a gun con¬ 
trol debate. Conservatives 
say they will use procedural 
tactics to prevent the Sen¬ 
ate from even debating 
firearms restrictions, mean¬ 
ing 60 out of 100 senators 
will need to vote for allow¬ 
ing a debate — though 
several Republicans are 
coming out against the 
obstruction effort. The Sen¬ 
ate machinations follow 
Obama’s remarks in Con¬ 
necticut on Monday night 
on gun control, an issue 
catapulted into the na¬ 
tional arena by the grue¬ 
some December slaying 
of 20 young children and 
six educators at the Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown, Connecticut. 
Obama’s proposals — 
headlined by background 
checks for more gun buy¬ 
ers and bans on assault 


weapons and high-capac¬ 
ity ammunition magazines 
— have hit stiff opposition 
from the powerful gun 
lobby, the National Rifle 
Association, and are strug¬ 
gling in Congress. A federal 
ban on assault weapons 
has gone nowhere, though 
some states are imposing 
their own. Participants from 
both parties said a biparti¬ 
san deal was imminent on 
expanding required fed¬ 
eral background checks to 


gun purchases conducted 
at gun shows and online. 
The two chief negotiators. 
Democratic Sen. Joe Man- 
chin of West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania Republican 
Sen. Patrick Toomey, were 
expected to announce the 
compromise Wednesday. 
Such a compromise would 
be likely to attract biparti¬ 
san support because both 
lawmakers are among 
their parties’ most conser¬ 
vative members.Currently, 


background checks are re¬ 
quired only for sales through 
licensed gun dealers. 

The background checks, 
aimed at keeping firearms 
from criminals and certain 
other buyers, remain the 
cornerstone of Obama’s 
gun plan. Democrats have 
been buoyed by polls con¬ 
sistently showing more than 
8 in 10 Americans support 
subjecting more buyers to 
background checks. 
Obama was calling sena¬ 


tors from both parties Tues¬ 
day to push for the gun 
bill, according to a White 
House official. There are 
53 Democrats and two 
Democratic-leaning inde¬ 
pendents in the Senate, 
though it remains unclear 
whether any moderate 
Democrats from Republi¬ 
can-leaning states might 
support the conservative 
effort. In a hopeful sign for 
Democrats, at least five 
Republican senators have 
indicated a willingness to 
oppose the conservatives’ 
attempt to block debate 
with stalling tactics. “The 
American people ought 
to see where everybody 
stands on this,” said Sen. 
Tom Coburn, a Republican 
who said he wants the de¬ 
bate to proceed. A Senate 
vote to begin debating the 
guns package would mark 
a temporary victory for 
Obama and his allies. But 
some Republicans, though 
eager to avoid blocking 
debate on the plan, could 
well vote against the mea¬ 
sure's final passage. And 
with Republican senators 
facing resistance from their 
cohort in the Republican- 
run House of Represen¬ 
tatives, the ultimate out¬ 
come seems shaky for the 
Democrats. □

CONCORD, New Hamp¬ 
shire (AP) — A jury found 
Exxon Mobil liable Tuesday 
in a long-running lawsuit 
over groundwater contam¬ 
ination by the gasoline ad¬ 
ditive MTBE, and ordered 


the oil giant to pay $236 
million to New Hampshire 
to clean it up. 

The jurors reached their ver¬ 
dicts in less than 90 minutes, 
after sitting through nearly 
three months of testimony 
in the longest state trial in

New Hampshire history. 

The state seeks $236 million 
to monitor and remediate 
groundwater contami¬ 
nated by MTBE — which 
travels farther and faster in 
groundwater than gasoline 
without the additive. 

“We appreciate the jurors’ 
service during this long trial, 
but erroneous rulings pre¬ 
vented them from hearing 
all the evidence and de¬ 
prived us of a fair trial,” said 
Exxon Mobil lawyer David 
Lender. 

Jurors found that Exxon Mo¬ 
bil was negligent in add¬ 
ing MTBE to its gasoline 
and that it was a defective 
product. They also found 


Exxon Mobil liable for fail¬ 
ing to warn distributors and 
consumers of the product 
about its contaminating 
characteristics. 

The jury determined that 
the hazards of using MTBE 
gasoline was not obvious to 
state officials, who opfed 
info fhe reformulated gaso¬ 
line (RFG) program in 1991 
to help reduce smog in the 
state's four southernmost 
counties. 

Lawyers representing Exxon 
Mobil argued the company 
used MTBE to meet federal 
Clean Air Act mandates to 
reduce air pollution and 
should not be held liable 


for sites contaminated by 
unnamed third parties, 
such as junk yard owners 
and independent gas sta¬ 
tion owners. 

The state says more than 
600 wells in New Hampshire 
are known to be contami¬ 
nated with MTBE and an 
expert witness estimated 
the number could exceed 
5,000. 

Jurors had more than 400 
exhibits to sift through, in¬ 
cluding memos and reports 
dating back decades. 
Those memos included 
some dating back to 1984 
in which Exxon Mobil re¬ 
searchers warned against 
using MTBE gasolineO 
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Cuba to turn over Florida couple and children

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba 
said Tuesday that it will turn 
over to the United States a 
Florida couple who alleg¬ 
edly kidnapped their own 
children from the mother’s 
parents and fled by boat 
to Havana, ending days of 
drama that evoked mem¬ 
ories of the Elian Gonzalez 
custody battle of more 
than a decade ago. 
Foreign Ministry official Jo- 
hana Tablada told The As¬ 
sociated Press in a written 
statement Tuesday that 
Cuba had informed U.S. 
authorities of the country’s 
decision to turn over Josh¬ 
ua Michael Hakken, his 
wife Sharyn, and their two 
young boys. 

She did not say when the 
handover would occur, 
but reporters saw Sharyn 
Hakken leaving the dock 
of Havana’s Hemingway 
Marina in fhe back seaf of 
a Cuban government ve¬ 
hicle and workers later said 
that all four Hakkens had 
been taken away. 

An AP reporter spotted the 
family earlier Tuesday be¬ 
side their boat at the mari¬ 


na. A man who resembled 
photographs of Joshua 
Michael Hakken yelled ouf 
“Stop! Stay back!" as the 
reporter approached, but 
there was no outward sign 
of tension or distress be¬ 
tween the family members. 
Tablada said the Foreign 
Ministry had informed U.S. 
diplomats on the island 
“of the Cuban govern¬ 
ment's willingness to turn 
over... U.S. citizens Joshua 
Michael Hakken, his wife 
Sharyn Patricia and their 
two minor sons." 

She said Cuba tipped the 
State Department off to 
the Hakkens’ presence on 
Sunday and that from that 
moment “diplomatic con¬ 
tact has been exchanged 
and a professional and 
constant communication 
has been maintained.” 

U.S. authorities say Hakken 
kidnapped his sons, 4-year- 
old Cole and 2-year-old 
Chase, from his mother-in- 
law’s house north of Tam¬ 
pa. The boys’ maternal 
grandparents had been 
granted permanent cus¬ 
tody of the boys last week. 
The U.S. and Cuba share 
no extradition agreement 
and the island nation is 


also not a signatory of the 
Hague Convention on the 
Civil Aspects of Internation¬ 
al Child Abduction, an in¬ 
ternational treaty for gov¬ 
ernmental cooperation on 
such cases. 

Cuba has harbored U.S. fu¬ 
gitives in the past, though 
most of those cases date 
back to the 1960s and 70s, 
when the island became a 
refuge for members of the 
Black Panthers and other 
militant groups. More re¬ 
cently, dozens of Cuban 
Medicare fraud fugitives 
in the U.S. have tried to 
escape prosecution by re¬ 
turning to the island. 

But Cuba has also cooper¬ 
ated with U.S. authorities in 
returning several criminal 
fugitives in recent years, 
including Leonard B. Auer¬ 
bach in 2008. 

Auerbach was wanted 
in California on federal 
charges of sexually abus¬ 
ing a Costa Rican girl and 
possessing child pornogra¬ 
phy. He was deported. 

In 2011, U.S. marshals flew 
fo Cuba and took custody 
of two American suspects 
wanted in a New Jersey 
murder. 

Hakken lost custody of his 


sons last year after a drug 
possession arrest in Louisi¬ 
ana and later tried to take 
the children from a foster 
home at gunpoint, au¬ 
thorities said. A warrant has 
been issued for his arrest on 
two counts of kidnapping; 
interference with child cus¬ 
tody; child neglect; false 
imprisonment and other 
charges. 

“My team and I working 
very hard to ensure safety 
for two Amcit kids,” Conrad 
Tribble, the No. 2 U.S. diplo¬ 


mat on the island, said via 
Twitter later Tuesday, using 
a shorthand for “American 
citizens.” 

According to the Hillsbor¬ 
ough County Sheriff's Of¬ 
fice, Hakken entered his 
mother-in-law’s Florida 
house last Wednesday, 
tied her up and fled with his 
sons. Federal, state and lo¬ 
cal authorities searched by 
air and sea for a boat Hak¬ 
ken had recently bought. 
The truck Hakken, his wife 
and fhe boys had been 
traveling in was found 
Thursday, abandoned in 
Madeira Beach, Florida. 
“He’ll have to face in Hills¬ 
borough county the charg¬ 
es he has with the sheriff's 
office," spokeswoman Cris- 
fal Bermudez Nunez Nunez 
said. 

She said she did nof know 
how fhe family would be 
returned or what will hap¬ 
pen when they arrive on 
U.S. soil. 

Terri Durdaller, a spokes¬ 
woman at the Florida De¬ 
partment of Children and 
Families, said if was nof 
clear where fhe children 
will ulfimafely be placed. 
“Louisiana is the ultimate 
decision maker on where 
these children will reside. 
It's likely they will be placed 
back in Florida with the 
grandmother,” she said. 
The family’s flight to Cuba 
harkened back to the 1999 
child custody case involv¬ 
ing Elian Gonzalez, though 
unlike Gonzalez, the Hak¬ 
kens had no apparent ties 
to the island. □

One student said she learned one of her class¬ 
mates was stabbed after leaving the school’s 
Health Science Center building. 

“I called to check on another classmate who 
was still inside the building and she said the 
classroom was on lockdown and she said one 
of fhe classmates had been stabbed,” Margo 
Shimfarr-Evans told KHOU-TV. “It happened in 
the hallway." 

Courtland Sedlachek, 18, was in class when his 
phone started buzzing along with the phones of 
everyone else in class. The room was temporar¬ 
ily locked down, but students were let out and 
off campus a short time later, in what Sedlachek 
described as an orderly evacuation. 

He described his reaction as a “little bit of ner¬ 
vousness.” 

The attack came three months after a differ¬ 
ent Lone Star campus was the site of a shooting 
in which two people were hurt. The suspected 
gunman in that incident is charged with aggra¬ 
vated assault. □

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FBI asked to investigate tape of senator meeting

FRANKFORT, Kentucky (AP) 

— The FBI has been asked 
to look into whether a U.S. 
senator's campaign head¬ 
quarters was bugged after 
a recording of a private 
campaign meeting sur¬ 
faced in which the senator 
and aides discussed ways 
to question the mental 
health of a potential oppo¬ 
nent, actress Ashley Judd. 
Mother Jones magazine 
published the recording 
of the February meeting in 
which U.S. Senate Republi¬ 
can Leader Mitch McCon¬ 
nell’s aides discussed op¬ 
position research into po¬ 
tential Democratic chal¬ 
lengers. Aides talked and 
laughed on the recording 
about Judd’s political posi¬ 
tions, religious beliefs and 
past bouts of depression. 
She later decided not to 
run. 

“We've always said the 
left would stop at nothing 
to attack Senator McCon¬ 
nell, but Watergate-style 
tactics to bug campaign 
headquarters are above 
and beyond,” said McCo¬ 
nnell campaign manager 
Jesse Benton in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday. “Senator 
McConnell's campaign is 
working with the FBI and 
has notified the local U.S. 
Attorney in Louisville, per 
FBI request, about these 
recordings. Obviously a 
recording device of some 
kind was placed in Sen. 
McConnell’s campaign 
office wifhouf consent. By 


whom and how that was 
accomplished presumably 
will be the subject of a 
criminal investigation.” 
Stephanie Collins, a spokes¬ 
woman for the U.S. attor¬ 
ney in Louisville, declined 
to comment. The FBI in Lou¬ 
isville did not immediately 
return a phone call, nor 
did the magazine. Mother 
Jones reported that the re¬ 
cording was provided last 
week by a source who re¬ 
quested anonymity. 

On the recording posted 
on Mother Jones’ web¬ 
site, McConnell began the 
meeting by telling aides 
the campaign had en¬ 
tered “the Whac-A-Mole 
period,” a reference to a 
popular arcade game, ex¬ 
plaining that means “when 
anybody sticks their head 
up, do them out.” 

Mother Jones said the 
aides huddled on Feb. 2 
in a private meeting to dis¬ 


cuss potential Democratic 
opponents, including Judd 
and Kentucky Secretary 
of State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes. Grimes, a rising star 
within the Kentucky Demo¬ 
cratic Party, has not ruled 
herself out as a challenger. 
An unidentified aide said 
Judd had made a public 
stafemenf as a Tennessee 
delegate to the national 
convention about her sup¬ 
port of President Barack 
Obama, an unpopular 
political figure in Ken¬ 
tucky. The aide said that 
statement could be used 
against her. He also said 
the statement raised an¬ 
other issue: that Judd is a 
resident of Tennessee, not 
Kentucky. 

A recording of Judd could 
then be heard in which she 
said “I am committed to 
President Obama and Vice 
President Biden. They’re my 
candidates and I will be a 


surrogate in the campaign 
and do whatever I can ... “ 
An aide also charged 
that Judd is “clearly sort 
of anti-sort-of-traditional 
American family. ... She 
described having children 
as selfish, and she thinks it’s 
unconscionable to breed. 
So you put that with what 
we’ll talk to you later about 
— her sort of pro-choice 
stance — and it’s sort of a, 
you know, pretty extreme 
posture to take." 

The aide then plays a re¬ 
cording of Judd talking 
about her religious beliefs: 
“I still choose the God of 
my understanding as the 
God of my childhood. I 
have fo expand my God 
concept from time to time, 
and you know particularly 
I enjoy native faith prac¬ 
tices, and have a very na¬ 
ture-based God concept. 
I’d like to think I'm like St. 
Francis in that way. Brother 
Donkey, Sister Bird." 

The campaign aides then 
laugh loudly. 

An unidentified man then 
says “the people at South¬ 
east Christian would take 
to the streets with pitch- 
forks," referring fo an evan¬ 
gelical megachurch in 
Louisville. 

The aide finishes his narra¬ 
tive about Judd with a dis¬ 
cussion about past mental 
health issues. 

“She’s clearly — this sounds 
extreme — but she is emo¬ 
tionally unbalanced,” the 
aide said. “I mean it’s been 
documented. Jesse can 
go in chapter and verse 
from her autobiography 
about, you know, she’s 
suffered some suicidal ten¬ 
dencies. She was hospital¬ 


ized for 42 days when she 
had a mental breakdown 
in the ‘90s." 

Judd has been open about 
her bouts with depression. 
She spoke to the Ameri¬ 
can Counseling Associa¬ 
tion’s national convention 
in Cincinnati in March, tell¬ 
ing more than 3,000 coun¬ 
selors about her experi¬ 
ences. Her spokeswoman, 
Cara Tripicchio, criticized 
the McConnell campaign 
for considering making it a 
campaign issue. 

“This is yet another ex¬ 
ample of fhe politics of 
personal destruction that 
embody Mitch McCon¬ 
nell and are pervasive in 
Washington DC,” Tripic¬ 
chio said in a statement. 
“We expected nothing less 
from Mitch McConnell and 
his camp than to take a 
personal struggle such as 
depression, which many 
Americans cope with on a 
daily basis, and turn it into a 
laughing matter. Every day 
it becomes clearer how 
much we need change in 
Washington from fhis kind 
of rhetoric and actions.” 

In the discussion of Grimes, 
fhe aide said she had en¬ 
dorsed Obama. 

“She was too smart to use 
his name in a sentence,” 
the aide said. “But she 
says, ‘my support of our 
party and our nominee is 
well known, and it’s no se¬ 
cret I’ll be in North Carolina 
to support our nominee 
and the party.’” 

The aide charged that 
Grimes has “a very sort of 
self-centered, sort of ego¬ 
tistical aspect" and that 
“she'll frequently use her¬ 
self in the third person.”□ 
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US: Pilot’s texting contributed to copter crash

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tex¬ 
ting by the pilot of a medi¬ 
cal helicopter contributed 
to a crash that killed four 
people, U.S. accident in¬ 
vestigators declared Tues¬ 
day, and they approved 
a safety alert cautioning 
all pilots against using cell¬ 
phones or other distracting 
devices during critical op¬ 
erations. 

It was the first fatal com¬ 
mercial aircraft accident 
investigated by the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board in which texting has 
been implicated. And it 
underscored the board’s 
worries that distractions 
from electronic devices 
are a growing factor in in¬ 
cidents across all modes of 
transportation — planes, 
trains, cars, trucks and 
even ships. 

While no U.S. airline crashes 
have been tied to elec¬ 
tronic device use, the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Administra¬ 
tion in January proposed 
regulations prohibiting air¬ 
line flight crews from using 
cellphones and other wire¬ 
less devices while a plane 


es, however, pilots are al¬ 
lowed to use tablet com¬ 
puters containing safety 
and navigation proce¬ 
dures known as “electronic 
flight bags,” replacing pa¬ 
per documents. 

The five-member board 
unanimously agreed that 
the helicopter crash was 
caused by a distracted 
and tired pilot who skipped 
preflight safety checks, 
which would have re¬ 
vealed his helicopter was 
low on fuel, and then, af¬ 
ter he discovered his situa¬ 
tion, decided to proceed 
with the fatal last leg of the 
flight. The case “juxtaposes 
old issues of pilot decision 
making with a 21st century 
twist: distractions from por¬ 
table electronic devices,” 
said board Chairman Deb¬ 
orah Hersman. □

California tax bill seeks to 
punish Scouts for gay ban

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

California lawmakers are 
considering taking some 
tax exemptions away from 
youth groups that do not 
accept gay, transgender 
or atheist members — a 
move intended to pressure 
the Boy Scouts of America 
to lift its ban on gay Scouts 
and troop leaders. 

Some cities have with¬ 
drawn free rent and oth¬ 
er subsidies from the Boy 
Scouts over the years, but 
legislation introduced by 
Democratic state Sen. 
Ricardo Lara would make 
California the first U.S. state 
to target the Scouts for its 
anti-gay policy. 

The bill is scheduled for its 
first committee hearing 
Wednesday. 

Deron Smith, a spokesman 
for the Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica, told The Associated 
Press the organization was 
preparing a response to 
the proposal. 

The legislation would deny 
tax-exempt status to non¬ 
profit youth groups that 
discriminate on the basis 
of gender identity, race, 
sexual orientation, nation¬ 


ality, religion or religious af¬ 
filiation. 

As a result, it would require 
those organizations to pay 
corporate taxes on dona¬ 
tions, membership dues, 
camp fees and other 
sources of income, and to 
obtain sellers permits and 
pay sales taxes on food, 
beverages and home¬ 
made items sold at fund¬ 
raisers. 

Churches fhaf sponsor Boy 
Scouts troops would not 
lose their underlying tax- 
exempt status, but an array 
of nonprofits, 

ranging from the Young 
Men’s Christian Association 
and Pop Warner football to 
the American Youth Soc¬ 
cer Association and 4-H 
clubs would have their tax 
returns and membership 
policies scrutinized by the 
state Franchise 
Tax Board if the bill be¬ 
comes law, according to 
the nonpartisan Legislative 
Analyst’s Office. 

Also known as the Youth 
Equality Act, the bill re¬ 
quires a two-thirds vote 
from both houses of the 
Legislature and the signa¬ 
ture of Gov. Jerry Brown fo 
become law. 


Legal aid groups fhaf rep¬ 
resent religious conserva¬ 
tives have cautioned that 
the measure conflicts with 
a 2000 U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that upheld the right 
of private groups such as 
the Boy Scouts to exclude 
gays and lesbians from 
serving as adult leaders. 
Lawyers for the Arizona- 
based Alliance Defending 
Freedom wrote in a letter 
to lawmakers last week, 
“This type of targeted pun¬ 
ishment of a group, based 
on how it exercises its asso- 
ciational and free speech 
rights, violates the First 
Amendment” to the U.S. 
Constitution. 

The Legislative Analyst's 
Office, however, has as¬ 
sured the Legislature it has 
authority to decide which 
organizations qualify for tax 
breaks.

The North's latest warning, 
issued by its Asia-Pacific 
Peace Committee, urged 
foreign companies and 
tourists to leave South Ko¬ 
rea. “The situation on the 
Korean Peninsula is inching 
close to a thermonuclear 
war due to the evermore 
undisguised hostile actions 
of the United States and 
the South Korean pup¬ 
pet warmongers and their 
moves for a war against” 
North Korea, the statement 
said Tuesday. 

There was no sign of an ex¬ 
odus of foreign companies 
or tourists from South Ko¬ 
rea. White House spokes¬ 
man Jay Carney called 
the statement “more un¬ 
helpful rhetoric.” “It is un¬ 
helpful, it is concerning, it 
is provocative,” he said. 
The warning appeared to 
be an attempt to scare 
foreigners into pressing 
their governments to pres¬ 
sure Washington and Seoul 
to act to avert a conflict. 
Analysts see a direct at¬ 
tack on Seoul as extremely 
unlikely, and there are no 
overt signs that North Ko¬ 
rea’s army is readying for 
war, let alone a nuclear 
one. North Korea has been 
girding for a showdown 
with the U.S. and South 
Korea, its wartime foes, for 
months. The Korean War 
ended in 1953 with an ar¬ 
mistice, not a peace trea¬ 
ty, leaving the peninsula 
still technically at war. 

In December, North Korea 
launched a satellite into 
space on a rocket that 
Washington and others 
called a cover for a long- 
range missile test. The North 
followed that with its third 
underground nuclear test 
in February, a step toward 
mastering the technology 
for mounting an atomic 
bomb on a missile. 
Tightened U.N. sanctions 
that followed drew the ire 
of North Korea, which ac¬ 
cused Washington and 
Seoul of leading the cam¬ 
paign against it. Annual 
U.S.-South Korean military 
drills south of the border 
have further incensed 
Pyongyang, which sees 
them as practice for an in¬ 


vasion. 

Last week. North Korean 
leader Kim Jong Un en¬ 
shrined the pursuit of nu¬ 
clear weapons — which 
the North characterizes 


as a defense against the 
U.S. — as a national goal, 
along with improving the 
economy. North Korea 
also declared it would re¬ 
start a mothballed nuclear 
complex. 

Adm. Samuel Locklear, 
commander of U.S. Pacific 
Command, told the Sen¬ 
ate Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee in Washington on 


Tuesday that he concurred 
with an assessment by Sen. 
John McCain, R-Ariz„ call¬ 
ing the tension between 
North Korea and the West 
the worst since the end of 


the Korean War. 

“The continued advance¬ 
ment of the North’s nucle¬ 
ar and missile programs, 
its conventional force pos¬ 
ture, and its willingness to 
resort to asymmetric ac¬ 
tions as a tool of coercive 
diplomacy creates an 
environment marked by 
the potential for miscalcu¬ 
lation,” Locklear told the 


panel. 

He said the U.S. military and 
its allies would be ready if 
North Korea tries to strike. 
Heightening speculation 
about a provocation, for¬ 


eign diplomats reported 
last week that they had 
been advised by North Ko¬ 
rea to consider evacuat¬ 
ing by Wednesday.

Korea with dialogue and 
humanitarian aid since

U.S. and South Korean de¬ 
fense officials have said 
they’ve seen nothing to 
indicate that Pyongyang is 
preparing for a major mili¬ 
tary action.

BEIJING (AP) — Hacking 
that originates inside China 
is undermining its relation¬ 
ship with the United States 
and harms Beijing's long¬ 
term interests, a U.S. dip¬ 
lomat said Tuesday, in the 
latest high-level public ex¬ 
pression of concern over a 
problem that has prompt¬ 
ed threats of commercial 
retaliation from Washing¬ 
ton. 

The U.S. believes cyber in¬ 
trusions originating from 
China that result in the theft 
of sensitive information 
have reached very high 
levels, adding to existing 
problems with the lack of 
protection for intellectual 
property rights, said Robert 
Hormats, the U.S. undersec¬ 
retary of state for econom¬ 
ic growth. 

He urged China to take firm 
action against hacking and 
said Chinese officials need 
to question whether such 
activity “serves China’s 
real interests” as it seeks to 
upgrade its economy, the 
world’s second largest. 


“The long-term interest of 
the Chinese government 
is to investigate and halt 
these cyber intrusions wher¬ 
ever in this country they 
come from,” Hormats said. 
“The U.S. government is 
taking an active role in ad¬ 
dressing this issue and we 
continue to raise our con¬ 
cerns with senior Chinese 
officials.” 

Hormats’ comments in an 
address to an Internet in¬ 
dustry conference in Bei¬ 
jing follow a forensically de¬ 


tailed report by Internet se¬ 
curity company Mandiant 
that accused a Chinese 
military unit of carrying out 
a yearslong hacking attack 
against U.S. companies. 
China’s government and 
military deny carrying out 
cyberattacks. A senior Chi¬ 
nese official attending the 
conference repeated Bei¬ 
jing's contention that Bei¬ 
jing was itself a victim of 
hacking.

More radioactive water leaking

TOKYO (AP) — The op¬ 
erator of Japan's crippled 
nuclear power plant said 
Tuesday that it had detect¬ 
ed a fresh leak of radioac¬ 
tive water from one of the 
facility’s storage tanks. 
Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
previously said two of 
seven huge underground 
tanks at the Fukushima Dai- 
ichi plant had been leaking 
since Saturday if not earlier. 
The latest leak involves a 
tank that was being used 
to take water from one of 
the two that were leaking, 
TEPCO spokesman Masa- 
yuki Ono said. Up to 120 
tons might have leaked 
from one of the tanks and 
smaller amount from fhe 
ofher fwo, but none of fhe 
radioacfive water was be¬ 
lieved to have reached the 
ocean, he said. 

TEPCO has halted the trans¬ 
fer of water to the third 
tank, diverting it to a fourth 
tank that remains intact. 
Two of the seven tanks are 


currently unused. 

Ono said TEPCO has de¬ 
cided to stop using the 
two most damaged of the 
three leaking tanks as soon 
as they are emptied, but 
will use the other because 
of a tank shortage. 

“We admit that the under¬ 
ground tanks are not reli¬ 
able,” Ono said. “But we 
must keep using some of 
fhem that are relatively in 
good shape while monitor¬ 
ing them closely. We just 
don’t’ have enough tanks 
on the ground that can ac¬ 
commodate the water.” 
The tanks are crucial to 
the management of con¬ 
taminated water used to 
cool melted fuel rods af 
fhe plant’s reactors, which 
were damaged in March 
2011 by an earthquake 
and tsunami. They have 
since stabilized significantly 
but the melted fuel inside 
must be kept cool with wa¬ 
ter, which leaks out of the 
reactors’ holes and rup¬ 
tures and flows into base¬ 
ment areas. Plant workers 


are scrambling to find extra 
tanks at the plans and be¬ 
lieve they can find space 
from unused containers 
and underground tanks. 
The plant is being decom¬ 
missioned but continues to 
experience glitches. A fuel 
storage pool temporarily 
lost its cooling system Fri¬ 
day, less than a month after 
the plant suffered a more 
extensive outage caused 
by a rat that short-circuited 
a switchboard, cutting off 
power to four storage pools 
for fuel rods and ofher key 
facilities. 

The spate of problems has 
triggered public outcry and 
renewed doubts about the 
plant’s safety. TEPCO resi¬ 
dent Naomi Hirose headed 
to Fukushima on Tuesday to 
inspect the latest problems 
and address the concerns. 
Regulatory officials said 
TEPCO was too slow in de¬ 
tecting earlier signs of leaks 
and disclosing the prob¬ 
lems. 

The underground tanks, 
all built by Maeda Corp.,

consistent,” said Qian Xiao- 
qian, a vice minister and 
deputy director of the State 
Internet Information Office. 
“Lately people have been 
cooking up a theory of a 
Chinese Internet threat, 
which is just an extension of 
the old ‘China threat' and 
just as groundless,” Qian 
said.

clearly not effective. 

“And given that China’s 
policy position is that such 
activity is absolutely illegal, 
our two countries clearly 


need to work together to 
figure out how to enforce 
that policy more effective¬ 
ly, because right now the 
evidence suggests China's 
policy enforcement ap¬ 
proaches are not working 
adequately,” Mundie said. 
Mandiant, a Virginia-based 
cybersecurity firm, released 
a torrent of details in Febru¬ 
ary that tied a secret Chi¬ 
nese military unit in Shang¬ 
hai to years of cyberattacks 
that compromised more 
than 140 companies. Man¬ 
diant linked the breaches 
to the People’s Liberation 
Army's Unit 61398. 

In response to the hacking 
reports, the Obama admin¬ 
istration has been consid¬ 
ering fines and other trade 
actions against China or 
any other country guilty of 
cyberespionage. 

However, the administra¬ 
tion is expected to pro¬ 
ceed cautiously because 
of the issue's sensitivity, and 
Hormats and other confer¬ 
ence attendees repeated¬ 
ly called for communica¬ 
tion and joint efforts against 
hacking rather than out¬

SAfrica: H7N1 bird flu 
found in ostrich farm 

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — South African officials say they 
have detected bird flu on an ostrich farm but that it is un¬ 
related to the strain that has killed eight people in China. 
Still, the discovery is another blow for an industry that has 
lost 40 percent of ifs 50,000 farmers since fhe European 
Union imposed a ban on imports of South African ostrich 
meat after a 2011 outbreak. 

Then, officials killed 50,000 birds infected with the H5N2 
strain. 

Western Cape agriculture chief Gerrit van Rensburg said 
Tuesday that officials detected the H7N1 strain near the 
southwestern town of Oudtshoorn. He said they had quar¬ 
antined farms in a three-kilometer (two-mile) radius for an 
intensive epidemiological investigation. 

Van Rensburg says the impact of the new outbreak would 
be clearer once test results come in.Q

Chile successfully exhumes 
body of poet Neruda

Chilean forensic experts 
exhumed the body of No¬ 
bel laureate Pablo Neruda 
on Monday, trying to solve 
a four-decade mystery 
about the death of one the 
greatest poets of the 20 th 
century. 

The official version is that 
that the poet died from 
prostate cancer and the 
trauma of witnessing the 
1973 military coup that led 
to the persecution and kill¬ 
ing of many of his friends. 
But his driver and many 
other Chileans say Neruda 
was murdered by agents 
of Gen. Augusto Pinochet's 
brutal dictatorship. 

Experts were concerned 
that high salinity and hu¬ 
midity could affect the 
exhumation at Neruda's 
home in Isla Negra, a rocky 
outcropping overlooking 
the Pacific Ocean. 


But Patricio Bustos, head of 
Chile's medical legal ser¬ 
vice, said Neruda’s caskef 
is in good shape after the 
one-hour exhumation. 

After draping Neruda's 
coffin in the Chilean na¬ 
tional flag, forensics work¬ 
ers took his remains to the 
capital for tests. 

They could also be ana¬ 
lyzed abroad and Bustos 
said they have offers from 
labs in the United States 
and Europe. 

“After we take a look at our 
lab, following fhe biomedi¬ 
cal safety measures and 
with total vigilance, we will 
be able to set a timeline for 
the process,” Bustos told re¬ 
porters. 

“The most complex part 
will be searching for toxic 
substances that could not 
only be classic poisons, but 
also, according to testimo¬ 
nies, could be medical sub¬ 
stances at very high doses 
to harm the poet." 


Neruda, who won the No¬ 
bel prize for literature in 
1971, was best known for 
romantic verses, especial¬ 
ly the collection “Twenty 
Love Poems and a Song of 
Despair." 

He was also a leftist dip¬ 
lomat and close friend of 
socialist President Salvador 
Allende, who committed 
suicide rather than surren¬ 
der to troops during the 
Sept. 11, 1973 coup led by 
Pinochet. 

Neruda planned to go into 
exile, where he would have 
been an influential voice 
against the dictatorship. 
Just a day before he was 
scheduled to leave, he was 
taken by ambulance to the 
Santa Maria hospital in San¬ 
tiago to keep him safe from 
political persecution. 
Officially, Neruda died 
there on Sept. 23 from nat¬ 
ural causes related to the 
emotional trauma of the 
coup.Q 
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Man kills 13 people in Serbian shooting rampage

(AP) — He went from house 
to house in the village at 
dawn, cold-bloodedly 
gunning down his mother, 
his son, a 2-year-old cousin 
and 10 other neighbors. 
Terrified residents said if a 
police patrol car hadn’t 
shown up, they all would 
have been dead. 

Police said they knew of no 
motive yet in the carnage 
Tuesday that left six men, 
six women and a child 
dead in Velika Ivanca, a 
Serbian village 50 kilome¬ 
ters (30 miles) southeast of 
Belgrade. 

After the rampage, police 
said suspect Ljubisa Bog¬ 
danovic, a 60-year-old 
who saw action in one of 
the bloodiest sieges of the 
Balkan wars, turned his gun 
on himself and his wife as 
authorities closed in. Both 
were in grave condition 
at a hospital in the Serbian 
capital. 

In the small lush village sur¬ 
rounded by fruit trees, the 
suspect’s older brother 
Radmilo broke down in 


tears, unable to explain 
why the massacre had 
happened. 

“Why did he do it? ... I still 
can't believe it," he said 
sobbing, covering his face 
with his hands. “He was a 
model of honesty.” 

“As a child, he was a fright¬ 
ened little boy. I used to 
defend him from other 
children. He couldn’t even 
slaughter a chicken,” he 
said. 


But he said his brother had 
changed after serving in 
the army during a brutal 
Serb-led offensive against 
the eastern Croatian town 
of Vukovar in 1992 — the 
worst bloodshed during 
Croatia's 1991-95 war for 
independence. 

“The war had burdened 
him,” Radmilo, 62, told 
The Associated Press in 
an interview. “He used to 
tell me: God forbid you 
live through what I went 
through ... Something must 
have clicked in his head 


for him to do this.” 

Twelve people in the vil¬ 
lage were killed immedi¬ 
ately between 5 a.m. and 
5:30 a.m. and one person 
died later in a Belgrade 
hospital, Serbian police 
chief Milorad Veljovic said. 
“Most of the victims were 
shot while they were 
asleep,” Veljovic told re¬ 
porters. “The most harrow¬ 
ing scene discovered by 
police was the dead bod¬ 
ies of a young mother and 
her 2-year-old son.” 
Although such mass shoot¬ 
ings are relatively rare in 
Serbia, weapons are read¬ 
ily available, mostly from 
the 1990s wars in the Bal¬ 
kans. Media reports said 
the suspect had a license 
for the handgun and po¬ 
lice said he had lost his job 
last year at a wood-pro- 
cessing factory. 

Serbian Prime Minister 
Ivica Dacic said the kill¬ 
ings showed that the gov¬ 
ernment must pay more 
attention to gun control 
and other social problems 
facing the Balkan nation, 
which is still reeling from 
the 1990s wars. His govern¬ 
ment held an emergency 
session and proclaimed 
Wednesday a national 
day of mourning. 


Residents said Bogdanovic 
first killed his son and his 
mother before leaving 
his house and then be¬ 
gan shooting his neigh¬ 
bors. They expressed deep 
shock, describing the sus¬ 
pect as a quiet, helpful 
man. 

“He knocked on the doors 
and as they were opened 
he just fired a shot,” said 
villager Radovan Radosav- 
Ijevic. “He was a good 
neighbor and anyone 
would open their doors 
to him. I don’t know what 
happened.” 

“I never saw him angry, 
ever,” said Milovan Kosta- 
dinovic, another resident. 
“He was helping every¬ 
body, he had a car and 
drove us everywhere.” 

Still, neighbors said an en¬ 
tire five-member family was 
shot dead in one house, in¬ 
cluding the small boy who 
was the suspected killer's 
cousin. 

Kostadinovic said the sus¬ 
pect was confronted by 
police while en route to his 
house. 

“If they didn't stop him, 
he would have wiped us 
all out,” Kostadinovic said, 
standing in front of his 
two-story, red tile- roofed 
house.□

of Gao who have staged 
a series of attacks since 
being ousted from power 
earlier this year, a French 
colonel said.

France has been talking 
about reducing its pres¬ 
ence in its former colony 
in the coming months, 
but also has said it aims to 
keep about 1,000 soldiers 
there. In describing the lat¬ 
est offensive, French Col. 
Emmanuel Dosseur said his 
forces don’t want to give 
the impression that they’re 
going to “abandon our 
Malian friends. ”□

Iran says 37 killed in earthquake in south

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — A 6.1 
magnitude earthquake 
killed at least 37 and injured 
hundreds more in a sparse¬ 
ly populated area in south¬ 
ern Iran on Tuesday, Iranian 
officials said, adding that it 
did not damage a nuclear 
plant in the region. 

The report said the earth¬ 
quake struck the town of 
Kaki some 96 kilomefers (60 
miles) southeast of Bushehr, 
a town on the Persian Gulf 
that is home of Iran’s first 
nuclear power plant, built 
with Russian help. 

“No damage was done 
to Bushehr power plant,” 
Bushehr provincial gover¬ 
nor Fereidoun Hasanvand 
told state TV. He said 37 
people had died so far and 
850 were injured, including 
100 who were hospitalized. 
The plant’s chief, Mah¬ 
moud Jafari, confirmed 
the site’s condition to semi¬ 


official Mehr news agency, 
saying fhaf if is resisfanf to 
earthquakes of up to mag¬ 
nitude eight. 

Water and electricity were 
cut to many residents, said 
Ebrahim Darvishi, gover¬ 
nor of the worst-hit district 
Shonbeh. 

The UN's nuclear watchdog 
agency said on its website 
that it had been informed 
by Iran that there was no 
damage to the plant and 
no radioactive release and, 
based on its analysis of the 
earthquake, was not seek¬ 
ing additional information. 
The International Atomic 
Energy Agency statement 
indicated that it was satis¬ 
fied fhere was little danger. 
Shahpour Rostami, the 
deputy governor of Bush¬ 
ehr province, told state TV 
that rescue teams have 
been deployed to Shon¬ 
beh. 

Three helicopters were sent 
to survey the damaged 


area before sunset, said 
Mohammad Mozaffar, the 
head of Iran’s Red Cres¬ 
cent rescue department. 
He said damage was par¬ 
ticularly bad in the village 
of Baghan. 

Kaki resident Mondani Hos- 
seini told The Associated 
Press that people had run 
out into the streets out of 
fear. 

Dozens of aftershocks have 
been reported by the of¬ 
ficial IRNA news agency 
since the earthquake, 
which occurred at 16:22 lo¬ 
cal time, 11:58 GMT. 

Iran announced three days 
of mourning. 

The quake was felt across 
the Gulf in Bahrain, the 
United Arab Emirates and 
Qatar, where workers were 
evacuated from high-rise 
buildings as a precaution. 
Earlier on Sunday a light¬ 
er earthquake jolted the 
nearby area. Iran is locat¬ 
ed on seismic faults and 


it experiences frequent 
earthquakes. 

In 2003, some 26,000 peo¬ 
ple were killed by a 6.6 
magnitude quake that flat¬ 
tened the historic south¬ 
eastern city of Bam. 

In Russia, the head of fhe 
state agency responsible 
for the Bushehr project 
said the reactor was not 


producing fission by chain 
reaction when the tremor 
occurred. 

“Personnel at the station 
are continuing to work in a 
normal regime, the radia¬ 
tion conditions are within 
the norms of natural back¬ 
ground,” Igor Mezenin was 
quoted as saying by the 
ITAR-Tass news agency.Q

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Iran unveils uranium sites, renews defiant tone

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — With 
words of defiance, Iran 
announced two nuclear- 
related projects Tuesday 
that expand capabilities to 
extract and process urani¬ 
um — modest advances in 
Tehran’s atomic efforts but 
ones symbolic of its refusal 
to slow nuclear work even 
as talks with world powers 
over the disputed program 
remain deadlocked. 

The twin sites reflect Teh¬ 
ran’s goal of greater self- 
sufficiency through the en¬ 
tire nuclear fuel cycle from 
uranium mines to enrich¬ 
ment labs. 

Yet the timing — just days 
after the latest round of 
negotiations ended again 
in stalemate — reinforces 
a broader suggestion that 
Iran plans to push ahead 
with nuclear projects even 
at the potential risk of 
threatening the dialogue 
with U.S. and other envoys. 
It also could amplify ques¬ 
tions about Iran's commit¬ 
ment to the talks — which 
have, for the moment, 
hushed earlier talk among 
its adversaries about mili¬ 
tary options — and em¬ 
bolden calls by some U.S. 
lawmakers for even tough¬ 
er sanctions. 

Iran’s gambit appears built 
around its drive for formal 
acknowledgment from 
Washington and other 
capitals of its “right” to en¬ 
rich uranium, the process 
to make nuclear fuel. Iran, 
in tandem, wants the West 
to pull back on sanctions in 
exchange for some nucle¬ 
ar compromises. 

The West and its allies, how¬ 
ever, seek to rein in Iran’s 
nuclear efforts and fear 
that the enrichment pro¬ 
gram could one day pro¬ 
duce material for atomic 
weapons. 

Iran says it only seeks nu¬ 
clear reactors for energy 
and medical use. But the 
tone from Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
was taunting on Tuesday 
to mark the anniversary of 
Iran’s first uranium enrich¬ 
ment in 2006. 

“You could not block our 
access to nuclear technol¬ 


ogy when we didn't have 
it. How can you take it from 
our hands now that we 
have it?” he said, address¬ 
ing the West. 

“Iran has gone nuclear,” 
he added, reiterating past 
declarations that Iran has 
comprehensive nuclear 
expertise. “Nobody will be 
able to stop it... Coopera¬ 
tion with the Iranian nation 
is the best solution for you." 
In Jerusalem, U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry re¬ 
peated that Washington 
remained “open to negoti¬ 
ation” within limits. He later 
called the expanded ura¬ 
nium work “not construc¬ 
tive.” 

“But it is not open-ended, 
endless negotiation,” he 
said following talks with 
Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu, whose 
nation has warned it could 
consider military strikes 
against Iranian nuclear 
sites. “It cannot be used as 
an excuse for other effort 
to try to break out with re¬ 
spect to a nuclear weap¬ 
on.” 

Kerry added: “President 
(Barack) Obama could not 
be more clear: Iran cannot 
have and will not have a 
nuclear weapon.” 


Mounting nuclear threats 
from North Korea, mean¬ 
while, have only added to 
international worries about 
allowing the Iranian dia¬ 
logue to drift indefinitely. 

“I think everybody under¬ 
stands that Iran is running 
out the clock, has been 
using the talks to continue 
to advance its nuclear pro¬ 
grams," Netanyahu said, 
citing the reports of two 
new uranium sites in Iran. 
Neither represents break¬ 
out technology. Iran al¬ 
ready has uranium mines 
and the ability to turn the 
raw ore into a material 
called yellowcake, which 
is the first step in the enrich¬ 
ment chain. 

But the new facilities — ex¬ 
pansion in the country's 
largest uranium mine and 
processing facility — give 
Tehran greater access and 
control in making the raw 
materials for enrichment 
to nuclear fuel and, poten¬ 
tially, for warhead-grade 
material. 

State TV simultaneously 
showed ceremonies at 
Iran’s biggest uranium 
mine at Saghand and a 
uranium ore concentrate 
production plant in Arda- 
kan, both in central Iran. 


Saghand consists of an 
open pit with a deep mine 
reached by two shafts 
of more than 335 meters 
(1,100 feet), according 
to the official IRNA news 
agency. The mine has a re¬ 
ported capacity of 132,000 
tons of uranium ore per 
year. 

The Ardakan Yellowcake 
Production Plant is Iran’s 
industrial-scale facility that 
turns ore into concentrate, 
also known as yellowcake, 
the feedstock for enrich¬ 
ment. IRNA said the plant 
is capable of producing 66 
tons of yellowcake. About 
200 tons is needed to pro¬ 
duce enough nuclear fuel 
to run an energy-produc¬ 
ing reactor — similar to 
Iran's lone reactor in the 
Persian Gulf port of Bush- 
ehr — for a year, nuclear 
experts say. 

Iranian nuclear scientist 
Hossein Afarideh claimed 
the country has “already 
achieved proficiency in 
the entire nuclear fuel cy¬ 
cle," but said the expand¬ 
ed uranium capabilities 
helps “stabilize Iran’s nu¬ 
clear technology.” 

In London, British Foreign 
Secretary William Hague 
told reporters that Britain 


has not given up on the 
talks, but would not rule 
out further sanctions. 

“It isn't helpful at all in this 
process for Iran to make 
new announcements in 
the nuclear field,” Hague 
said. 

Iran also has a consider¬ 
able stock of yellowcake 
acquired from South Af¬ 
rica in the 1970s under the 
former U.S.-backed shah's 
original nuclear program. 
It also has other supplies of 
yellowcake obtained from 
China before U.N. sanc¬ 
tions came into effect. 
“These announcements 
weren't about game- 
changers as far as Iran’s 
nuclear program. They 
are political messages af¬ 
ter the last failed round 
of talks," said Theodore 
Karasik, a security and po¬ 
litical affairs analyst at the 
Dubai-based Institute for 
Near East and Gulf Military 
Analysis. 

“It’s Iran saying, ‘We are 
not slowing down and this 
has to be taken into ac¬ 
count in the talks.’” 

There is no date set to re¬ 
sume the dialogue be¬ 
tween Iran and the six- 
nation group — the five 
permanent U.N. Security 
Council members plus Ger¬ 
many — after last week's 
round in Kazakhstan failed 
to break the impasse. 

But Tuesday’s announce¬ 
ment brought some par¬ 
allels with past talks that 
also failed to gain ground. 
In December 2010, on the 
eve of negotiations in Ge¬ 
neva with the same six-na¬ 
tion group, Iran said it was 
producing yellowcake for 
the first time. 

Kerry, too, drew connec¬ 
tions between broken 
agreements by North Ko¬ 
rea over uranium enrich¬ 
ment and Iran’s new urani¬ 
um sites as both “provoca¬ 
tive.” 

“To open up yellowcake 
production and to make 
any step that increases 
the rapidity with which you 
move toward enriched fis¬ 
sile material raises the po¬ 
tential of questions, if not 
even threat, and I think 
that is not constructive,” 
Kerry told reporters before 
leaving Israel.□

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Ex-players call NFL brain-injury panel a ‘sham’

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 

Lisa McHale wishes her 
husband had lived long 
enough to learn more 
about the links between 
concussions and long-term 
brain injuries. 

Her husband Tom, an All- 
Ivy athlete who played in 
87 NFL games from 1987 
to 1995, died of an over¬ 
dose in 2008 after battling 
depression and a painkiller 
addiction. An autopsy lat¬ 
er showed he suffered from 
traumatic brain injuries. But 
she said it helps that more 
players now go public with 
their neurological prob¬ 
lems, including some of the 
thousands now suing the 
NFL over concussions. 

“To know it wasn’t his fault, 
that there was something 
going on neurologically, 
it helps,” McHale said in 
Philadelphia on Tuesday, 
where lawyers for the NFL 
and for more than 4,200 
former players argued over 
whether the complaints 
belong in federal court or, 
as the NFL believes, in arbi¬ 
tration. 

A lawyer for the former 
players argued that the 
NFL “glorified” violence 
and profited from damag¬ 
ing hits to the head. 


Players’ lawyer David Fred¬ 
erick also accused the 
league of concealing the 
emerging science linking 
concussions to neurologi¬ 
cal problems for decades, 
even after the NFL created 
a Mild Traumatic Brain In¬ 
jury committee in 1994. The 
panel was led by a rheu¬ 
matologist. 

“It set up a sham commit¬ 
tee designed to get infor¬ 
mation about neurologi¬ 
cal risks, but in fact spread 
misinformation,” Frederick 


argued at the pivotal fed¬ 
eral hearing to determine if 
the complaints will remain 
in federal court. 

U.S. District Judge Anita 
Brody’s decision could be 
worth billions to either side. 
About one-third of the 
league’s 12,000 former 
players have joined the liti¬ 
gation. Some are battling 
dementia, depression or 
Alzheimer's disease, and 
fault the league for rushing 
them back on the field af¬ 
ter concussions. Others are 


worried about future prob¬ 
lems and want their health 
monitored. A handful, in¬ 
cluding popular Pro Bowler 
Junior Seau, have commit¬ 
ted suicide. 

NFL lawyer Paul Clement 
insisted that teams bear 
the chief responsibility for 
health and safety under 
the players’ collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement, along 
with the players and their 
union. “The clubs are the 
ones who had doctors 
on the sidelines who had 


primary responsibility for 
sending players back into 
the game,” Clement said 
at a news conference af¬ 
ter the court hearing. 

Brody appeared most in¬ 
terested in whether the 
contract specifies that 
head injuries are work¬ 
place safety issues that be¬ 
long in arbitration. 

“It has to be really specific. 
That’s what I have to wres¬ 
tle with,” she said. 

Frederick called the con¬ 
tract “silent” on latent 
head injuries, and said 
players therefore have 
the right to seek dam¬ 
ages in court. Brody is not 
expected to rule for sev¬ 
eral months, and the case 
could take years to play 
out if her ruling is appealed, 
as expected. Players and 
relatives on hand for the 
hearing included Kevin 
Turner, a former Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles running back 
now battling Lou Gehrig’s 
disease; Dorsey Levens, a 
veteran running back who 
made a 2012 documen¬ 
tary on concussions called 
“Bell Rung” and Mary Ann 
Easterling, whose husband, 
former Atlanta safety Ray 
Easterling, was the lead 
plaintiff in the litigation be¬ 
fore he committed suicide 
last year.Q

Sermanni kept his most 
experienced stars on the 
bench, but his team had 
plenty of players ready to 
step in and keen to prove 
themselves. 

Tobin Heath and Press 
scored before the break 
for the Olympic champi¬ 
ons, and Press added a 
third on the hour to bring 
her international tally to six 
goals in only seven match¬ 
es. “She’s done that all 
year,” Sermanni said. “The 
composure in the finish¬ 
ing has been outstanding. 
Both goals she took tonight 
were two excellent striker’s 
goals." 

The Dutch attacked when¬ 
ever they got the chance, 
and it finally paid off in the 
81st minute when Manon 
Melis lobbed Ashlyn Harris 
to make it 3-1. 

Sydney Leroux set up 
both first-half goals, pro¬ 


viding the touch of class 
the Americans needed to 
break down a stubborn de¬ 
fense. “She’s a handful. For 
90 minutes, she's the type 
of player you don’t want 
to be playing against,” Ser¬ 
manni said. “I felt sorry for 
her tonight, she was des¬ 
perate to score and didn’t 
quite get on target.” 

The Dutch had earlier twice 
cleared efforts off their own 
line, and goalkeeper Loes 
Geurts tipped over a pow¬ 
erful long-range drive by 
Yael Averbuch before the 
team finally succumbed to 
the relentless pressure. 
Abby Wambach stayed 
on the bench, frustrat¬ 
ing her attempt to catch 
all-time top scorer Mia 
Hamm's tally of 158 goals. 
Wambach has 155. Cap¬ 
tain Christie Rampone and 
experienced midfielder 
Shannon Boxx also started 


on the bench. 

Despite Press's prolific scor¬ 
ing this year, Wambach 
doesn’t need to start wor¬ 
rying about her place in 
the team just yet. 

“Abby’s still your key play¬ 
er, your go-to player,” Ser¬ 
manni said. “At this time of 
the year, this is a great op¬ 
portunity for me to look at 
other players." 

The Americans started 
their trip to Europe with a 
3-3 draw at No. 2-ranked 
Germany in Offenbach on 
Friday, conceding two late 
goals. 

They never looked like giv¬ 
ing this one away. 
Sermanni, in his eighth 
match since taking over 
the team, made 10 chang¬ 
es to the side that drew 
with Germany, taking stock 
of a squad with possibly an 
eye on World Cup qualify¬

AUGUSTA, Georgia (AP) — 

He’s got a swing he can 
finally trust, a putter that 
shows flashes of the old 
magic, and a string of wins 
to prove that it’s all finally 
coming together. 

The superstar girlfriend is 
an added bonus, though 
by now so much time has 
passed that the debate 
about Tiger Woods re¬ 
volves around the state of 
his game, not his personal 
life. Winning may not take 
care of everything, as his 
latest Nike ad claims. But six 
wins in his comeback are a 
confidence-inducing tonic 
for Woods, and the com¬ 
mercial is certainly more 
upbeat than the one Nike 
ran two years ago with his 
late father ominously ask¬ 
ing him what he could 
have been thinking. 

Woods is more upbeat, 
too, and with good rea¬ 
son. When last seen here 
a year ago he was kicking 
clubs, missing putts and 
muttering to himself about 
chances gone awry. He 
didn’t break par in four 
rounds, and left with barely 
enough prize money to 
fuel up his private jet. 

Now he's a heavy favorite 
to win his fifth Masters and 
kick start his pursuit of Jack 
Nicklaus in the majors. The 
swagger that has always 
suited him so well seems 
to be back, and the way 
he was talking Tuesday this 
might not be a good year 
to bet against him. 

“I feel comfortable with ev¬ 
ery aspect of my game,” 
Woods said. 

Woods could have been 
talking about his life, too. 
More than once during his 
pre-Masters news confer¬ 
ence he did, especially 
when speaking of the joys 
of fatherhood and how he 
can teach his children the 
basics of golf in the back¬ 
yard short game complex 
at his South Florida man¬ 
sion. 

Lindsey Vonn wasn’t men¬ 
tioned at all, but she has to 
figure in all this newfound 
bliss, too. Just a few weeks 
ago. Woods and the Olym¬ 
pic skiing champion an¬ 
nounced they were in a 
relationship in a series of 


photos both posted on so¬ 
cial media sites. And while 
Woods is normally taciturn 
to a fault in interviews, he 
laughed, had a few funny 
lines, and was more intro¬ 
spective than usual in the 
press center on Tuesday. 

“I think it’s just a balance, 
a balance in life,” Woods 
said. “I think that’s what 
you’re seeing.” Whether it 
all translates into another 
green jacket is anyone's 
guess. Golf is a funny game 
even for Tiger Woods, and 
the tricky greens of Augus¬ 
ta National have derailed 
his high hopes before. 

He won four Masters in 
a nine-year stretch after 
breaking through with his 
historic win in 1997, but he 
hasn’t celebrated here 
since 2005. 

This is a Masters he bad¬ 
ly — almost desperately 
— needs, and not just to 
completely validate his 
comeback from injuries 
and marriage scandal. 

The clock is ticking on his 
chase of the Nicklaus re¬ 
cord of 18 major champi¬ 
onships — Woods has 14 — 
and the player who once 
held all four major titles at 


once has now gone almost 
five years without winning 
even one. 

He’s 37 now, not an ad¬ 
vanced age by any stretch 
for a golfer. But Woods has 
been playing the Masters 
for half his life — this will be 
his 19th time competing — 
and as each year goes by 
another opportunity slips 
away. There’s a 14-year- 
old from China who wasn't 
even born when Woods 
won in 1997 in the field this 
week and if Woods had to 
be reminded about time 
passing by, he was by a 
question about what age 
he would entertain be¬ 
coming a ceremonial start¬ 
er in the Masters like Nick¬ 
laus and Arnold Palmer. 
“Let me just try to get to 40 
first,” he said. 

Woods is still the No. 1 
player in the world — tak¬ 
ing over from Rory Mcllroy 
after winning at Bay Hill 
earlier this year — but his 
drought at the majors is 
more often the subject of 
conversation than the fact 
he has rebuilt his game 
and is winning again. 

That’s partly his own fault, 
since he has focused al- 


ever since he was growing 
up in Southern California 
with a chart of Nicklaus 
major championship wins 
on his wall. 

“It took Jack a while to get 
to 18, all the way until he 
was 46 years old,” Woods 
said. “So there’s plenty of 
opportunities for me.” 

The first of those opportuni¬ 
ties begins Thursday morn¬ 
ing on a course he both 
knows and loves. Woods 
is a player who tends to 
win in bunches on certain 
courses and, aside from 
last year’s lackluster perfor- 


usually brings out the best 
in him. His winning drought 
in majors has been long, 
but not terribly surprising 
considering he had to re¬ 
build a knee, a swing and 
a personal life after win¬ 
ning the U.S. Open on one 
leg at Torrey Pines. 

Woods cautioned repeat¬ 
edly that at least the knee 
and swing were a work in 
progress, but golf at this 
level also requires a clear 
head and the kind of fo¬ 
cus that made Woods so 
fearsome in his younger

Fertility, Naturally

Fecundity or being able to 
have children has always 
been an issue. Virtually all 
cultures have had a means 
of venerating the Supreme 
Being as a Divine Female 
that could be asked to 
help with fertility problems. 
Whether you already have 
child and would like more 
children or hope to have 
a family in the future, the 
physical and psychological 
health of both partners as 
well as lifestyle can greatly 
affect your chances of get¬ 
ting pregnant and having 
a healthy baby.

National Survey of Family 
Growth reported that im¬ 
paired fecundity rose signif¬ 
icantly between 1982 and 
1995, the biggest increase 
in women under 25 and it’s 
still rising.

Researchers estimate 
that as many as one in 
ten couples have trouble 
getting pregnant and 


this is expected to rise. 
If you’re having trouble, 
that doesn't mean you’ll 
never have children. Many 
couples need extra time or 
medical intervention to get 
pregnant. We have found 
many of our fecundity (fer¬ 
tility/pregnancy) patients 
have a health imbalance, 
emotional stress or simply 
need sexual education. 
Our couples have had suc¬ 
cess using a combination 
of detoxification, clinical 
nutrition, couples counsel¬ 
ing and Traditional Chinese 
Medical (TCM) therapies 
that we offer in our clinic. 
We have found that by 
supporting and balanc¬ 
ing both partners, we can 
enhance the positive out¬ 
comes. 

Women tend to have fer¬ 
tility problems when they 
have a history of: endome¬ 
triosis, uterine fibroids, pel¬ 
vic inflammatory disease, 
blocked Fallopian tubes 
from a previous infection 
or surgery, or chronic illness 
such as diabetes, cancer, 
or thyroid disease. Sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease 
(STD's) can adversely af¬ 
fect chances of getting 
pregnant.

(varicose veins in the scro¬ 
tum.) Heat kills sperm, so 
tight underwear, hot tub, 
saunas, and frequent long¬ 
distance bike rides can 
greatly reduce your sperm 
count. 

In both we want to make 
sure that neither smokes 
tobacco nor marijuana 
nor uses alcohol to excess. 
Studies show that under or 
overweight couples have 
a harder time getting preg¬ 
nant and having a healthy 
pregnancy. 

Reports show that men 
working with pesticides 
have higher rates of in¬ 
fertility. Women, whose 
mother's were exposed to 
the pesticide, DDT needed 
increased time to get preg¬ 
nant. Another fertility and 
health concern is a chemi¬ 
cal used plastics and the 
lining of cans, bisphenol 
A (BPA). The latest studies 
show that men who carry 
cell phones in pants pock¬ 
et or clipped to their belts 
may be exposing their testi¬ 
cles to damaging radiofre¬ 
quency electromagnetic 
waves according to Ashok 
Agarwal, PhD, director of 
the Center for Reproduc¬ 
tive Medicine at the Glick- 
man Urological and Kidney 
Institute in Cleveland.

New, accurate home fertil¬ 
ity scopes are available as 
well as urine fertility testing 
for daily charting. When 
you know your fertile days, 
planning is easier. 

I recommend the man- 
on-top position which al¬ 
lows for the deepest pen¬ 
etration and places sperm 
closer to egg. When a 
woman has an orgasm the 
mouth of the womb ex¬ 
tends to the vaginal floor 
and picks up the sperm. I 
recommend woman have 
an orgasm after their part¬ 
ner. Lastly, stress can affect 
appetite, emotions, and 
the hormones required to 
release the eggs. If you're 
stressed out, you may ovu¬ 
late later or not at all. As 
many couples trying to get 
pregnant know, feeling 
anxious and overwhelmed 
can kill your sex drive.

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Microsoft assault on Google shows industry shift

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Mi¬ 
crosoft is skewering Google 
again with ads and regu¬ 
latory bashing that say as 
much about the dramatic 
shift in the technology in¬ 
dustry's competitive land¬ 
scape as they do about 
the animosity between the 
two rivals. 

The ads that began Tues¬ 
day mark the third phase 
in a 5-month-old market¬ 
ing campaign that Micro¬ 
soft Corp. derisively calls 
“Scroogled.” The ads, 
which have appeared 
online, on television and 
in print, depict Google as 
a duplicitous company 
more interested in increas¬ 
ing profits and power than 
protecting people’s priva¬ 
cy and providing unbiased 
search results. 

This time, Microsoft is vilify¬ 
ing Google Inc. for shar¬ 
ing some of the personal 
information that it gathers 
about people who buy 
applications designed to 
run on smartphones and 
tablet computers pow¬ 
ered by Google’s Android 
software. Earlier ads have 
ripped Google’s long-run¬ 
ning practice of electroni¬ 
cally scanning the con¬ 
tents of people’s Gmail 
accounts to help sell ads. 
Other ads attacked a re¬ 
cently introduced policy 
that requires retailers to 
pay to appear in the shop¬ 
ping section of Google’s 
dominant search engine. 
“We think we have a bet¬ 
ter alternative that doesn’t 
do these kinds of nefarious 
things,” said Greg Sullivan, 
Microsoft's senior man¬ 
ager for Windows Phone, 
the business taking aim at 
Google's distribution of 
personal information about 
buyers of Android apps. 

As Microsoft attacked 
Google in the United 
States, a group led by Mi¬ 
crosoft asked European 
authorities to investigate 
whether Google has been 
using its free Android oper¬ 
ating system to stifle com¬ 
petition from other mobile 
services besides its own. 
One such rival is Microsoft’s 
Windows Phone system. 
The barbs on both sides of 
the Atlantic could back¬ 


fire. Even as they help draw 
attention to Google prac¬ 
tices that may prod some 
consumers to try different 
services, they also serve as 
a reminder of Microsoft's 
mostly futile — and costly 
— attempts to trump its ri¬ 
val with more compelling 
technology. 

“It's always the underdog 
that does negative adver¬ 
tising like this, and there is 
no doubt that Microsoft is 
now the underdog,” said 
Jonathan Weber, who has 
been following Microsoft's 
“Scroogled” campaign 
at search consulting firm 
LunaMetrics. On the flip 
side, Google has evolved 
from an endearing Internet 
startup to an imposing gi¬ 
ant running Web and mo¬ 
bile services that vacuum 
intimate details about 
people’s lives. Despite re¬ 
peated management as¬ 
surances about respecting 
personal privacy, Google 
has experienced several 
lapses that have resulted 
in regulatory fines, settle¬ 
ments and scorn around 
the world. 

Beyond privacy, Google 
has been portrayed as 
an abusive bully in various 
complaints about its busi¬ 
ness practices. 

On Tuesday, the Microsoft- 
led FairSearch group com¬ 
plained that Google has 
acted unfairly by requir¬ 
ing device makers relying 
on its Android software 
to install an entire suite of 
Google's mobile services, 
even if they just wanted 
one or two apps, such as 
Google Maps or YouTube. 
That still hasn't prevented 
device makers from rede¬ 
signing Android to suit their 
own purposes. Amazon, 
com Inc., with its Kindle 
Fire, and Barnes & Noble 
Inc., with its Nook tablets, 
are among the companies 
selling Android products 


that don’t feature Google 
services. Microsoft’s latest 
ads revolve around con¬ 
cerns already raised by 
privacy watchdogs. Critics 
argue that Google hasn't 
adequately disclosed that 
customers’ names, email 
addresses and neighbor¬ 
hood locations are rou¬ 
tinely sent to the makers of 
apps sold in Google's on¬ 
line Play store. At least one 
group. Consumer Watch¬ 
dog, has complained to 
the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission that Google’s apps 
practices represent an 
“egregious privacy viola¬ 
tion." Citing agency policy, 
FTC spokesman Jay May- 
field declined to comment 
on whether the complaint 
has triggered a formal in¬ 
vestigation. 

“What Google is doing is a 
big problem, so I am glad 
Microsoft is helping to bring 
it to light,” said John Simp¬ 
son, Consumer Watch¬ 
dog's privacy project di¬ 
rector. “But Microsoft has 
its own problems. I certain¬ 
ly don't think they are do¬ 
ing this for altruistic reasons. 
They are clearly doing this 
for their own competitive 
purposes.” 

Google says it shares a lim¬ 
ited amount of personal 


information about Android 
apps customers to ensure 
they get better service 
and faster responses if any 
problems arise. The com¬ 
pany says the practice is 
allowed under its terms of 
service — a document that 
most people rarely read in 
its entirety. 

Microsoft says it doesn't 
pass along personal details 
about customers buying 
apps for devices running its 
Windows Phone software. 
But there aren’t as many

Windows Phone users or 
apps for that system as 
there are for Android. 

The notion of Microsoft be¬ 
ing well behind Google 
once seemed inconceiv¬ 
able. A decade ago, Mi¬ 
crosoft was the world's 
most powerful technology 
company, with its Windows 
operating system and Of¬ 
fice productivity software 
pervasive on personal 
computers.

The Associated Press 
Hostess Brands Inc. won 
approval Tuesday to sell 
off the last of its major cake 
and bread brands, bring¬ 
ing the total proceeds from 
its liquidation to about $860 
million. 

A U.S. Bankruptcy Court 
judge in New York ap¬ 
proved the two deals, said 
Hostess spokeswoman Ani¬ 
ta-Marie Laurie. 

McKee Foods Corp., the 
maker of Little Debbie 
snack cakes, is buying the 
Drake’s business for $27.5 
million, gaining Devil Dogs, 
Ring Dings, Yankee Doo¬ 
dles and other products. 
United States Bakery Inc. is 
buying Sweetheart, Eddy's, 
Standish Farms and Grand¬ 
ma Emilie's bread brand, 
plus four bakeries and 14 
depots for $30.9 million. 

The two buyers had been 
lead bidders for their pur¬ 
chases. 

Irving, Texas-based Host¬ 
ess filed for bankruptcy 
protection in January 2012 
after years of turmoil. It an¬ 
nounced in November that 
it was going out of business 
and selling its brands after 
a strike by its U.S. bakers 
union crippled operations. 
Flower Foods Inc. earlier 
bought five Hostess bread 


brands, including Wonder 
and Nature’s Pride, for $360 
million. The popular cake 
brands such as Twinkies, 
Ding Dongs, Ho Hos and 
others were sold to a pair 
of investment firms for 
$410 million in a deal that 
was approved last month. 
And Mexican bakery busi¬ 
ness Grupo Bimbo bought 
the company's Beefsteak 
bread business for $31.9 
million. 

Hostess' shutdown prompt¬ 
ed some food lovers to 
hoard their favorite treats 
and others to mourn the 


end of well-known brands. 
The investment firms that 
bought the Twinkies brand 
hope to have the cakes 
back on shelves by this 
summer. 

A representative for McK¬ 
ee Foods could nof be 
reached Tuesday to com¬ 
ment on the sale or the 
future of Devil Dogs and 
other treats. 

All of Hostess' major brands 
have now been sold. The 
company still has some mi¬ 
nor brands as well as build¬ 
ings and equipment that 
it’s trying to sell.Q 


Greece signals faster state reforms 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — So¬ 
cialist coalition partners in 
Greece’s government said 
Tuesday that overhaul¬ 
ing the country’s bloated 
public sector is crucial for 
the success of negotiations 
with international lenders, 
who are demanding faster 
reforms as a condition for 
future payouts. 

Socialist leader Evangelos 
Venizelos met with debt 
inspectors from the Europe¬ 
an Central Bank, European 
Union and International 
Monetary Fund — collec¬ 
tively known as the troika 
— and described extensive 
public sector reforms as a 
“test of our credibility." 

He added: “We should not 
be afraid of reform. We 
need it." 

Venizelos and a small left- 


wing party joined historic 
rival conservatives in a co¬ 
alition after elections last 
June. But, so far, the two ju¬ 
nior partners have strongly 
opposed pressure from the 
troika for mandatory layoffs 
and other moves so that 
the target of 150,000 fewer 
jobs in public sector can be 
reached by 2015. 

The government has insist¬ 
ed that the target of cuf¬ 
fing sfaff on stafe confracfs 
to below 600,000 can be 
achieved through hiring 
freezes. 

The debf inspectors met 
Finance Minister Yannis 
Stournaras later Tuesday to 
discuss the public sector re¬ 
forms as well as the stalled 
merger between Greek 
lenders National Bank and 
Eurobank, the country's 


largest and third-largest by 
assets once other planned 
acquisitions are complet¬ 
ed. 

There were no statements 
after the meeting, and of¬ 
ficials said talks will resume 
on Wednesday. 

Stocks rebounded from 
heavy losses after the 
merger news was an¬ 
nounced Monday, with the 
main index at the Athens 
Stock Exchange closing up 
5.7 percent on Tuesday. 
Greece has been fro¬ 
zen out of the longer- 
term bond markets since 
2010 , when its high debts 
spooked investors, forcing 
it to ask for infernational 
rescue loans. However, fhe 
counfry maintains a market 
presence with regular T-Bill 
auctions. □

Major Dell shareholder 
favors recent buyout offers

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Dell’s largest independent 
shareholder is leaning to¬ 
ward supporting one of 
the two bidders trying to 
scuttle the slumping per¬ 
sonal computer maker’s 
proposed $24.4 billion sale 
to a group including CEO 
Michael Dell. 

Southeastern Asset Man¬ 
agement expressed its 
preliminary support for the 
alternative offers in a letter 
sent Tuesday to the four- 
person committee over¬ 
seeing the negotiations. 
The development doesn’t 
come as surprise, given that 
Southeastern has been the 
most vocal opponent to 
Dell Inc.’s plan to sell itself 
to Michael Dell and Silver 
Lake Partners for $13.65 per 
share. 

That price struck Southeast¬ 
ern as too low. The Mem¬ 
phis, Tennessee, investment 
firm tried to prove its thesis 
Tuesday by noting that Dell 
Inc. has spent $3.4 billion 
during the past two years 
buying back the compa¬ 
ny's stock at an average 
price of $15.25 per share. 
“The same board that was 
confident with Dell buy¬ 
ing its shares for $15.25 is 
now attempting to con¬ 
vince all shareholders that 
Dell’s business is in such dire 
straits that they should take 
$13.65 and exit their invest¬ 
ments," Southeastern’s 
top executives, O. Mason 
Hawkins and G. Stanley 
Cates, wrote in the letter. 
“We believe the Board’s 
sudden rush to sell is trig¬ 


gered by one thing: Mr. 
Dell’s desire to buy. 

The backlash to the board’s 
deal with Michael Dell em¬ 
boldened buyout specialist 
Blackstone Group and bil¬ 
lionaire investor Carl Icahn 
to submit separate propos¬ 
als offering a slightly higher 
price. Blackstone is pro¬ 
posing to buy most of Dell 
Inc.’s sfock for $14.25 per 
share while Icahn is willing 
to pay $15 per share for up 
to 58 percent of the shares. 
Dell’s stock dipped a penny 
Tuesday to close at $14.19. 
Unlike the deal with Mi¬ 
chael Dell, a portion of 
the company’s stock will 
remain publicly traded if 
Blackstone or Icahn pre¬ 
vail. That would allow cur¬ 
rent shareholders such as 
Southeastern to share in 
some of the future gains if 
Dell Inc. successfully exe¬ 
cutes on a plan calling for 
the company to lessen its 
dependence on the shrink¬ 
ing PC market and diversify 
into more profitable sectors 
such as selling data stor¬ 
age services and business 
software. 

The deal with Michael Dell 
and Silver Lake would end 
Dell Inc.’s 25-year history as 
a public company, allow¬ 
ing a potential turnaround 
to be worked out away 
from the scrutiny and pres¬ 
sure of Wall Street. 

With an 8.4 percent stake. 
Southeastern is Dell's sec¬ 
ond-largest shareholder 
after Michael Dell, who 
still owns 14 percent of the 
company that he found¬ 
ed as a college student in 
1984.Q

The 
Standard & Poor's 500 in¬ 
dex also rose 0.4 percent, 
closing less than two points 
below its own all-time high 
set April 2. 

The prices of metals like 
copper, gold and silver 
have rebounded this week 
after slumping for the first 
three months of fhe year 
on waning demand. Oil is 
also rising following a sharp 
decline last week. 

“You’re seeing some pretty 
decent action in the overall 
market, with today's lead¬ 
ership coming from the ba¬ 
sic materials sector,” said 
Robert Pavlik, chief market 
strategist at Banyan Part¬ 
ners. “It's an area of the 
market that does represent 
some value because it’s 
underperformed.” 

The rise in basic materials 
such as precious metals 


was caused by a weak¬ 
ening of the dollar against 
other currencies, HSBC 
analyst Howard Wen said. 
Commodities are typically 
priced in dollars and a de¬ 
cline in the currency allows 
overseas buyers to pur¬ 
chase materials at lower 
prices. 

Materials companies were 
the biggest gainers of the 
10 industry groups in the 
S&P 500, rising 1.1 percent. 
Energy companies posted 
the second best return, 
increasing 0.8 percent. 
Those two groups have 
been among the weakest 
in the market this year. 

On Tuesday the S&P 500 
rose 5.54 points to 1,568.61. 
The index closed at a re¬ 
cord high of 1,570.25 on 
April 2. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite gained 15.61 points, 
or 0.5 percent, to 3,237.86. 
The gains suggested that 
the Dow and S&P 500 may 
be poised to break out of 
a trading pattern they've 
followed for fhe lasf fhree 
weeks. 

Stocks have mostly moved 
sideways since the middle 
of March. The Dow has al¬ 
ternated between small 
gains and losses after start¬ 


ing the year on a tear. Signs 
of slowing growth and con¬ 
cerns about the outlook for 
Europe had checked in¬ 
vestors' confidence. 

As companies report re¬ 
sults this week, investors will 
be looking to see whether 
they are feeling any im¬ 
pact from government 
spending cuts that kicked 
in recently, said Jim Russell, 
investment director at U.S. 
Bank. They will also want 
to know what effect there 
will might from the ongoing 
debt crisis in Europe. 

“The market is looking for 
companies fo fill in those 
blanks,” said Russell. 

Alcoa, traditionally the first 
company in the Dow to re¬ 
port results, was flat at $8.39 
after the company posted 
its earnings late Monday. 
Online auto retailer Car- 
Max, home goods retailer 
Bed Bath & Beyond and 
the banks Wells Fargo and 
JPMorgan Chase report 
later this week. 

On Tuesday, Cliff's Natural 
Resources, an iron ore min¬ 
ing company, rose $1.66, 
or 8.8 percent, to $20.45. 
The company’s stock is still 
down 47 percent this year. 
Freeport-McMoRan Cop¬ 


per & Gold, another mining 
company, was up $1.34, or 
4.1 percent, at $33.76. 

First Solar soared after the 
solar panel maker issued 
a better-than-expected 
forecast for its 2013 results 
and solid predictions for 
the following two years, 
helped by continued 
growth in shipments. The 
stock price rose $12.31, or 
46 percent, to $39.35. 

Small company stocks 
lagged the market. The 
Russell 2000 index two 
points, or 0.2 percent, 
to 929.34. The index has 


slumped this month after 
rising 12 percent in the first 
quarter and performing 
better than both the Dow 
and S&P 500. 

While stocks are struggling 
to extend their gains from 
fhe sfarf of fhe year, bonds 
have rallied. 

The yield on fhe 10-year 
Treasury note was un¬ 
changed at 1.75 percent 
Tuesday. However, the 
benchmark rate has fallen 
from a high of 2.06 per¬ 
cent reached March 11 as 
demand for low-risk assets 
increases. □ 


KPMG resigns as auditor for Herbalife, Skechers

NEW YORK (AP) — Ac¬ 
counting firm KPMG has 
resigned as the auditor for 
nutrition company Herbal¬ 
ife and shoe retailer Skech¬ 
ers after a rogue partner 
allegedly leaked informa¬ 
tion about the companies 
to someone who used it to 
trade stocks. 

KPMG said it has fired the 
partner and has no reason 
to believe there were any 
problems with the financial 
reports of Herbalife or Ske¬ 
chers. 

Skechers said KPMG told it 
that the ex-partner provid¬ 
ed the inside information in 
exchange for money and 
is under federal investiga¬ 
tion. An SEC spokesman 
declined to comment. A 
message left for fhe U.S. 
afforney’s office in Los An¬ 
geles was nof immediately 
returned. 


KPMG confirmed media 
reports that the fired part¬ 
ner was Scott London, the 
executive in charge of 
the firm's audit practice 
in Southern California. It 
wasn't clear who he alleg¬ 
edly leaked information to. 
There was no answer at a 
home phone number listed 
for London. 

The development is a 
headache for both Herb¬ 
alife and Skechers. KPMG 
withdrew its recent audit 
reports of both companies, 
because it felt its own inde¬ 
pendence had been com¬ 
promised. 

David Weinberg, chief op¬ 
erating officer and chief 
financial officer of Skech¬ 
ers, was spending Tuesday 
looking for a new auditor. 
He learned the news Mon¬ 
day afternoon, when two 
KPMG employees came to 
tell him in person. 

“I don't think it's cata¬ 


strophic because we have 
the greatest confidence 
in the financial statements 
that were released and 
that he (the KPMG partner) 
acted alone," Weinberg 
said. 

Still, he called the news “an 


unfortunate development” 
as the company prepares 
to report first-quarter earn¬ 
ings, and said he was 
shocked when he learned 
it. He didn't think there was 
anything he could do dif¬ 
ferently as he looks for a 


new auditor: “I don’t know 
that it's up to me to give 
them a polygraph test,” he 
said. 

KPMG initially announced 
late Monday that it had 
fired a partner who had 
leaked private information 
about clients. It said then 
that it was resigning as au¬ 
ditor for two of its clients, 
but didn’t identify them. 
Herbalife and Skech¬ 
ers made fheir own an¬ 
nouncements on Tuesday 
confirming that they were 
they companies involved. 
KPMG sought to distance 
itself from the partner. In 
its statement, the firm said: 
“This individual violated 
the firm’s rigorous policies 
and protections, betrayed 
the trust of clients as well 
as colleagues, and acted 
with deliberate disregard 
for KPMG’s longstanding 
culture of professionalism 
and integrify.'O

Microsoft's dominance 
had grown so extensive 
that U.S. and European 
antitrust regulators spent 
years trying to rein in the 
Redmond, Washington, 
software company. 
Although Google was 
growing rapidly at the 
time, Microsoft CEO Steve 
Ballmer and other skeptics 
dismissed the company 
as a “one-trick pony” that 
hadn't proven adept at 
doing anything besides 
searching the Web and 
selling ads next to the re¬ 
sults. 

Google, which is based in 
Mountain View, California, 
has since morphed into a 
multi-faceted juggernaut 
relentlessly trying to muscle 
into new markets. The com¬ 
pany now runs the world’s 
most watched online 
video service in YouTube, 
the largest email service in 
Gmail and the most widely 
used operating system for 
mobile devices in Android. 
All of those services provide 
more opportunities to show 
the ads that generate the 
bulk of Google's revenue. 
Google is now the com¬ 
pany facing the scrutiny of 
regulators — and Microsoft 
has been active in making 
those complaints, includ¬ 
ing the one announced 
Tuesday. 

“Google is certainly the 
biggest challenge that 
Microsoft has ever had to 
deal with,” said Michael 
Cusumano, a professor at 
the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology’s Sloan 
School of Management 
and author of several 
books about Microsoft. 
Microsoft has tried to thwart 
Google by investing heav¬ 
ily in online services, to little 
avail. Since Google went 
public in August 2004, Mi¬ 
crosoft’s online division has 
accumulated more than 
$17.5 billion in operating 
losses. The losses include 
an accounting charge 
of more than $6 billion for 
Microsoft's acquisition of 
aQuantive, an online ad¬ 
vertising service that didn’t 
pan out. 

Google, meanwhile, has 
been steadily increasing 
profits and share of the In¬ 
ternet search market. □

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Navy to deploy laser weapon in Persian Gulf

WASHINGTON - The Navy 
is going to sea for the first 
time with a laser attack 
weapon that has been 
shown in tests to disable 
patrol boats and blind 
or destroy surveillance 
drones. 

A prototype shipboard la¬ 
ser will be deployed on 
a converted amphibious 
transport and docking ship 
in the Persian Gulf, where 
Iranian fast-attack boats 
have harassed U.S. war¬ 
ships and where the gov¬ 
ernment in Tehran is build¬ 
ing remotely piloted air¬ 
craft carrying surveillance 
pods and, some day po¬ 
tentially, rockets. 

The laser will not be opera¬ 
tional until next year, but 
the announcement Mon¬ 
day by Adm. Jonathan 
W. Greenert, the chief of 
naval operations, seemed 
meant as a warning to 
Iran not to step up activity 
in the gulf in the next few 
months if tensions increase 
because of sanctions and 
the impasse in negotia¬ 
tions over the Iranian nu¬ 
clear program. The Navy 
released video and still im¬ 
ages of the laser weapon 
burning through a drone 
during a test-firing. 

The laser is designed to car¬ 
ry out a graduated scale 
of missions, from burning 
through a fast-attack boat 
or a drone to producing a 
nonlethal burst to “dazzle” 
an adversary’s sensors 
and render them useless, 
without causing any other 
physical damage. 

The Pentagon has a long 
history of grossly inflating 
claims for its experimental 
weapons, but a nonparti¬ 
san study for Congress said 
the weapon offered his¬ 
toric opportunities for the 


Navy. 

“Equipping Navy surface 
ships with lasers could lead 
to changes in naval tactics, 
ship design and procure¬ 
ment plans for ship-based 
weapons, bringing about a 
technological shift for the 
Navy - a ‘game changer' 
- comparable to the ad¬ 
vent of shipboard missiles 
in the 1950s,” said the as¬ 
sessment, by the Congres¬ 
sional Research Service, 
a branch of the Library of 
Congress. 

The study found that the 
new high-energy laser 
“could provide Navy sur¬ 
face ships with a more 
cost-effective means of 
countering certain surface, 
air and ballistic missile tar¬ 
gets.” 


Among the limitations, ac¬ 
cording to the research 
service, is that lasers are 
not effective in bad weath¬ 
er because the beam can 
be disturbed or scattered 
by water vapor, as well as 
by smoke, sand and dust. 
It is also a “line of sight” 
weapon, meaning that the 
target has to be visible, so it 
cannot handle threats over 
the horizon. And enemies 
can take countermeasures 
like coating vessels and 
drones with reflective sur¬ 
faces. 

Navy officials acknowl¬ 
edge that the first proto¬ 
type weapon to be de¬ 
ployed is not powerful 
enough to take on jet fight¬ 
ers or missiles on their ap¬ 
proach. That capability is a 
goal of researchers. 

Among the advantages 
cited in the study for Con¬ 
gress was the low cost - less 
than $1 per sustained pulse 
- of using a high-energy la¬ 
ser against certain targets. 
By comparison, current 
short-range air-defense in¬ 
terceptor missiles cost up to 
$1.4 million each. 

The laser weapon also has 


a limitless supply of ammu¬ 
nition - pulses of high en¬ 
ergy - so long as the ship 
can generate electricity. 
The beam can reach its 
target at the speed of light 
and can track fast-moving 
targets. 

Rear Adm. Matthew L. 
Klunder, the chief of naval 
research, said the high- 
energy laser system was 
developed as part of the 
Navy’s search for “new, in¬ 
novative, disruptive tech¬ 
nologies." In essence, the 
Navy is trying to harness 
technological advances 
in battling adversaries that 
are thinking of inventive 
ways to counter U.S. power. 
Klunder said the weapon 
had destroyed targets in all 
12 of its field tests. 

The laser prototype cost 
just under $32 million, offi¬ 
cials said. But if the weapon 
proves itself during its sea 
trials, and the order is given 
to buy the laser system for 
service across the fleet, the 
price per unit is expected 
to drop. 

Rear Adm. Thomas J. 
Eccles, the deputy com¬ 
mander for naval systems 
engineering, said the first 


laser device would be 
deployed on the Ponce, 
which serves as a floating 
base for military operations 
and humanitarian assis¬ 
tance in the waters of the 
Middle East and southwest¬ 
ern Asia. 

Iran has two navies: a tra¬ 
ditional force of large older 
ships and a rival one run by 
the Islamic Revolutionary 
Guards Corps that consists 
of fast-attack speedboats 
with high-powered ma¬ 
chine guns and crews that 
employ guerrilla tactics, in¬ 
cluding swarming perilously 
close to U.S. warships. 

A significant confronta¬ 
tion between the United 
States and the Revolution¬ 
ary Guards Corps occurred 
in 2008, when five of Iran's 
armed speedboats made 
aggressive maneuvers as 
they approached three 
U.S. Navy warships in inter¬ 
national waters in the Strait 
of Hormuz. 

Pentagon officials said the 
commander of a Navy de¬ 
stroyer was on the verge 
of issuing an order to fire 
when the speedboats 
pulled away; no shots were 
fired.□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Kim 

Kardashian’s upcoming di¬ 
vorce trial will be a family 
affair, but her attorneys do 
not expect to call her fa¬ 
mous sisters to testify about 
the reality star's brief mar¬ 
riage to NBA player Kris 
Humphries. 

But Kris Jenner, Kardashi¬ 
an’s mother, and several 
lawyers and managers are 
expected to testify about 
the pair's relationship and 
prenuptial agreement, ac¬ 
cording to a witness list filed 
Monday in Los Angeles. 
Humphries is seeking an 
annulment of the pair’s 72- 
day marriage, claiming it 
was based on fraud. Kar¬ 
dashian wants a judge to 
enter a divorce judgment 
instead and has denied 
accusations that she mar¬ 
ried Humphries for the sake 
of her reality shows. 

She will testify that she “did 
not defraud (Humphries) 
into marrying her,” the fil¬ 
ing by Kardashian's legal 
team states. 

Kardashian’s boyfriend, 
Kanye West, and her sisters 
Kourtney and Khloe are 
not listed as probable wit¬ 
nesses. 


Kardashian and West, 
who has been deposed in 
the case, are expecting a 
baby in July. 

Humphries’ lawyers at¬ 
tempted to serve West a 
deposition subpoena dis¬ 
guised in a Nordstrom’s box 
last year, just one of the in¬ 
cidents that have contrib¬ 
uted to acrimony between 
Kardashian and Humphries 
since she filed for divorce in 
October 2011. 

Humphries, a power for¬ 
ward for the Brooklyn Nets, 
and Kardashian were mar¬ 


ried at a lavish, star-stud¬ 
ded ceremony that was 
televised by E! Entertain¬ 
ment Television. The net¬ 
work also airs “Keeping 
Up With the Kardashians” 
and several spinoff shows 
based on the family’s ac¬ 
tivities. 

Humphries' lawyers have 
not yet filed their witness list.

WASHINGTON (AP) — For¬ 
mer Guns N' Roses drum¬ 
mer Matt Sorum joined 
cellist Yo-Yo Ma on Capitol 
Hill on Tuesday to urge law¬ 
makers to increase fund¬ 
ing for the arts in a year of 
deep federal budget cuts. 
The rocker and classical 
musician played a jam ses¬ 
sion briefly together for a 
gathering of legislators and 
arts advocates from across 
the country who planned 
to visit congressional of¬ 
fices. 

They performed with bag¬ 
piper Cristina Pato and 
dancing star Lil Buck. 

Sorum said his mother was 
a music teacher and that 
his high school classes in 
orchestra, jazz and march¬ 


ing band were critical in 
launching his career in mu¬ 
sic and in business. More 
recently he has started a 
charity to support arts edu¬ 
cation in Los Angeles. Guns 
N’ Roses was inducted 
into the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame in Cleveland lasf 
year. 

Sorum said he was excited 
to visit Washington to press 
Congress for funding. 

“This is the coolest thing 
I’ve done since Madison 
Square Garden, I’ve got 
to say. Slash is going to be 
really jealous,” he said, re¬ 
ferring to the lead guitarist 
from Guns N’ Roses and 
now fhe group Velvet Re¬ 
volver. “If I can navigate 
the music business, I’m go¬ 
ing to have fun navigating 
Congress." 


The group Americans for 
the Arts is pushing for fund¬ 
ing to be restored to $155 
million each for the Nation¬ 
al Endowment for the Arts 
and the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Humanities. 
Last year each agency re¬ 
ceived about $146 million 
and lost about $7 million of 
that due to Congress’ au¬ 
tomatic budget cuts.

— Country singer Brad Pais¬ 
ley says he was trying to 
foster an open discussion 
of race relations when he 
collaborated with rapper 
LL Cool J on “Accidental 
Racist.” 

The new song about racial 
perceptions has drawn ire 
from both the country and 
urban music worlds after 
its wide release this week. 
Paisley, the singer-song- 
writer known for his white 
cowboy hat and virtuoso 
guitar work, gave his first in¬ 
terview Tuesday since the 
hubbub began on “The 
Ellen DeGeneres Show” 
after briefly addressing the 
debate Monday night on 
Twitter. 

“I felt like when we were 
writing this song, it wasn’t 
necessarily up to the me¬ 
dia and I don't really trust 
Hollywood ... or talk radio 
or anything like that to 
sort of deal with that any¬ 
more,” Paisley said on the 
show. “I think it’s music's 
turn to have the conversa¬ 
tion.” 

The song appears on Pais¬ 
ley’s new self-produced 
album “Wheelhouse,” re¬ 
leased Tuesday. It’s his 
most ambitious album so 
far and the progressive 
message of “Accidental 
Racist” is in line with opin¬ 
ions the 40-year-old West 
Virginia-born singer has 
expressed before in inter¬ 
views and songs. 


Of the album, Paisley 
wrote on Twitter, “I hope 
it triggers emotions,” and 
says he wouldn't change a 
thing about it: “This is a re¬ 
cord meant to be FAR from 
easy listening. But fun. Like 
life. Have a ball, ya'II.” 

At its heart, “Accidental 
Racist” is about how cul¬ 
tural symbols favored by 
whites and blacks — the 
fashion choice of wearing 
Confederate flags or bag¬ 
gy pants, for instance — 
come loaded with mean¬ 
ing. 

It’s not a new discussion. 
Though race relations have 
evolved over the decades, 
cultural symbols continue 
to color perceptions. 
Paisley uses the Confeder¬ 
ate flag as an example in 
the song, noting whites are 
“caught between South¬ 
ern pride and Southern 
blame" 150 years after the 
end of the Civil War, which 
was fought by the Southern 
Confederacy to preserve 
and expand slavery in the 
growing United States. 

“I try to put myself in your 
shoes and that’s a good 
place to begin,” Paisley 
sings, “but it ain’t like I can 
walk a mile in someone 
else’s skin/Because I'm 
a white man livin' in the 
southland/Just like you I'm 
more than what it seems/ 
I’m proud of where I’m 
from/But not everything 
we’ve done/lt ain’t like you 
and me can rewrite his- 
tory/Our generation didn’t 
start this nation/We’re still 


paying for mistakes that a 
bunch of folks made long 
before we came.” 

Paisley was unavailable for 
an interview and LL Cool 
J’s publicist did not imme¬ 
diately respond to mes¬ 
sages. The 45-year-old rap¬ 
per, who elevated himself 
from a teen sensation on 
the streets of Queens, New 
York Cify, to an American 
cultural icon as a personal¬ 
ity and actor on shows like 
CBS’s “NCIS: Los Angeles,” 
provides the response to 
Paisley's meditations. 

He kicks off his portion of 
fhe song “Dear, Mr. Whife 
Man, I wish you understood 
what the world was re¬ 
ally like living in the hood.” 
Later in the song he raps, “I 
guess we're both guilty of 
judging the cover not the 
book/l’d love to buy you 
a beer, conversate and 
clear the air/But I see that 
red flag and I think you 
wish I wasn't here.” 

Later he and Paisley enter 
a call and response por¬ 
tion of fhe song where LL 
Cool J raps in part: “If you 
don’f judge my ‘do rag, I 
won’f judge your red flag. 
... If you don't judge my 
gold chains, I’ll forget the 
iron chains... Can’t rewrite 
history, baby ... let bygones 
be bygones ... Rest in 
peace, Robert E. Lee, I got 
to thank Abraham Lincoln 
for freeing me ...." 

“One of my favorite lines in 
the song is he says ‘I think 
the relationship between 
the Mason-Dixon needs 
some fixin’,”’ Paisley told 
DeGeneres. “Leave it to a 
rapper to put it so simply 
and so beautifully.” 

Not all the good people of 
fhe blogosphere and Twit- 
fer world were as taken, 
though, and comedians 
were weighing in as well. 
Demetria Irwin of black cul¬ 
ture blog The Grio wrote, 
“’Accidental Racist’ is the 
worst song in the history of 
music,” then broke it down 
line by line. 

Comedian Patton Oswalt 
tweeted: “I can't wait for 
Brad Paisley & LL Cool J's 
next single: “Whoopsy Dai¬ 
sy, Holocaust, My Bad"”0

What gun lovers think

President Barack Obama will 
soon release a new budget, and 
the commentary is already flow¬ 
ing fast and furious. Progressives 
are angry (with good reason) 
over proposed cuts to Social 
Security; conservatives are de¬ 
nouncing the call for more rev¬ 
enues. But it’s all Kabuki. Since 
House Republicans will block 
anything Obama proposes, his 
budget is best seen not as policy 
but as positioning, an attempt to 
gain praise from “centrist” pun¬ 
dits. 

No, the real policy action at this 
point is in the states, where the 
question is, How many Ameri¬ 
cans will be denied essential 
health care in the name of free¬ 
dom? 

I’m referring, of course, to the 
question of how many Repub¬ 
lican governors will reject the 
Medicaid expansion that is a key 
part of Obamacare. What does 
that have to do with freedom? 
In reality, nothing. But when it 
comes to politics, it’s a different 
story. 

It goes without saying that Re¬ 
publicans oppose any expansion 
of programs that help the less for¬ 
tunate - along with tax cuts for 
the wealthy, such opposition is 
pretty much what defines mod¬ 
ern conservatism. But they seem 
to be having more trouble than 
in the past defending their op¬ 
position without simply coming 
across as big meanies. 
Specifically, the time-honored 
practice of attacking beneficia¬ 
ries of government programs as 
undeserving malingerers doesn’t 
play the way it used to. When 
Ronald Reagan spoke about 
welfare queens driving Cadillacs, 
it resonated with many voters. 
When Mitt Romney was caught 
on tape sneering at the 47 per¬ 
cent, not so much. 

There is, however, an alternative. 
From the enthusiastic reception 
American conservatives gave 
Friedrich Hayek’s “Road to Serf¬ 
dom,” to Reagan, to the gov¬ 
ernors now standing in the way 
of Medicaid expansion, the U.S. 
right has sought to portray its po¬ 
sition not as a matter of comfort¬ 
ing the comfortable while afflict¬ 
ing the afflicted, but as a coura¬ 
geous defense of freedom. 
Conservatives love, for example, 
to quote from a stirring speech 
Reagan gave in 1961, in which 
he warned of a grim future unless 
patriots took a stand. (Liz Cheney 
used it in a Wall Street Journal 
op-ed article just a few days 


ago.) “If you and I don’t do this,” 
Reagan declared, “then you 
and I may well spend our sunset 
years telling our children and our 
children’s children what it once 
was like in America when men 
were free.” What you might not 
guess from the lofty language is 
that “this” - the heroic act Rea¬ 
gan was calling on his listeners to 
perform - was a concerted effort 
to block the enactment of Medi¬ 
care. 

These days, conservatives make 
very similar arguments against 
Obamacare. For example, Sen. 
Ron Johnson of Wisconsin has 
called it the “greatest assault on 
freedom in our lifetime.” And this 
kind of rhetoric matters, because 
when it comes to the main ob¬ 
stacle now remaining to more 
or less universal health coverage 
- the reluctance of Republican 
governors to allow the Medicaid 
expansion that is a key part of 
reform - it’s pretty much all the 
right has. 

As I’ve already suggested, the 
old trick of blaming the needy 
for their need doesn’t seem to 
play the way it used to, and es¬ 
pecially not on health care: Per¬ 
haps because the experience of 
losing insurance is so common, 
Medicaid enjoys remarkably 
strong public support. And now 
that health reform is the law of 
the land, the economic and fis¬ 
cal case for individual states to 
accept Medicaid expansion is 
overwhelming. That’s why busi¬ 
ness interests strongly support ex¬ 
pansion just about everywhere - 
even in Texas. But such practical 
concerns can be set aside if you 
can successfully argue that insur¬ 
ance is slavery. 

Of course, it isn’t. In fact, it’s hard 
to think of a proposition that has 
been more thoroughly refuted 
by history than the notion that so¬ 
cial insurance undermines a free 
society. Almost 70 years have 
passed since Friedrich Hayek 
predicted (or at any rate was un¬ 
derstood by his admirers to pre¬ 
dict) that Britain’s welfare state 
would put the nation on the slip¬ 
pery slope to Stalinism; 45 years 
have passed since Medicare 
went into effect; as far as most of 
us can tell, freedom hasn’t died 
on either side of the Atlantic. 

In fact, the real, lived experi¬ 
ence of Obamacare is likely to 
be one of significantly increased 
individual freedom. For all our 
talk of being the land of liberty, 
those holding one of the dwin¬ 
dling number of jobs that carry 
decent health benefits often feel 
anything but free, knowing that 
if they leave or lose their job, for 
whatever reason, they may not 
be able to regain the coverage 
they need. Over time, as people 
come to realize that affordable 
coverage is now guaranteed, it 
will have a powerful liberating ef¬ 
fect. 

But what we still don’t know is 
how many Americans will be de¬ 
nied that kind of liberation - a 
denial all the crueler because it 
will be imposed in the name of 
freedom.□

In most respects, Dan Baum is 
a political liberal. But he has al¬ 
ways had a thing for guns and 
has just written a book, “Gun 
Guys: A Road Trip,” which is part 
gun country travelogue and part 
meditation on what it means to 
be a gun lover at this particular 
moment. Baum, who lives in Col¬ 
orado, agreed to come to New 
York, where he grew up, to de¬ 
bate the issue with me. 

JOE: Let’s start here: Connecti¬ 
cut just passed what may be the 
toughest gun law in the country, 
which includes restrictions on 
magazine capacity and an as¬ 
sault rifle ban. Sounds good to 
me. DAN: I’m not one of those 
gun owners who says, “You can’t 
ever infringe my rights.” My ori¬ 
entation is safety. How are we 
going to live more safely? And, 
to me, the impulse to ban guns 
and large-capacity magazines is 
rooted in a delusion - that some¬ 
how if we ban them, we’ll be rid 
of them. That might have been 
a good idea 75 years ago, but 
it’s too late. There are 300 million 
guns in the country. 

JOE: In your book, though, you 
make a very different argument 
for not banning assault weapons. 
You argue that very few people 
are killed with them. 

DAN: That is true. They’ve been 
used in these big high-profile 
mass killings, no doubt about it. 
But there were no assault rifles at 
Virginia Tech or Fort Hood. 

JOE: But assault rifles were used 
in Aurora and Newtown. And 


here is my larger point. When I 
talk to gun absolutists, they claim 
that we shouldn’t make such a 
big deal out of mass shootings 
because they are statistically 
insignificant. But so what? We 
have turned this society upside 
down because 3,000 people 
died on 9/11. In the scheme of 
things, that number is also statis¬ 
tically insignificant. Yet we take 
extraordinary measures, limiting 
people’s personal freedoms, to 
prevent another act of terrorism 
on our soil. Besides, we enact 
regulations all the time designed 
to keep people safe, even when 
the number of people who have 
been harmed is small. Why are 
guns different? 

DAN: The answer is because we 
already have so many of them. 
You need gun owners - the 
“gun guys” as I call them. They 
are the custodians of the guns. 
I also think, though, that gun 
guys need to take their respon¬ 
sibility as gun owners seriously. A 
lot of gun owners are perfectly 
fine, for instance, with universal 
background checks. I know I am. 
They are fine with it so long as it 
doesn’t lead to a database and 
de facto registration. 

Gun guys need to lock 'em up; 
gun guys need to take our re¬ 
sponsibility to us much more seri¬ 
ously. 

JOE: And what if they don’t? 
DAN: Then I think we need to 
punish gun guys. If a gun guy 
leaves his gun in the glove com¬ 
partment of a car and it’s stolen 
and used in a crime, perhaps he 
should be criminally liable. If a 
gun guy leaves a gun unlocked 
and a child finds it and kills him¬ 
self or somebody else, that gun 
guy should perhaps be liable. 
And laws that require people to 
lock their guns up, I think they’re 
great. Report them if they’re sto¬ 
len. 

JOE: So why don’t “responsible 
gun owners” - and I know there 
are a lot - why don’t they sup¬ 
port such laws? 

DAN: There is no tree for them to 
gather under. And this is a big 
problem. Because they don’t 


feel represented by the NRA. 
This is why I started on this book 
- I don’t feel represented by the 
NRA, and I know a lot of gun guys 
who don’t. But we don’t have - 
perhaps because we don’t feel 
strongly enough about it _there is 
no other organization of the sane 
gun guys, of the nice gun guys, 
the reasonable, socially minded 
gun guys. Gun guys, I think, need 
to take much more seriously that 
they’re custodians of firearms. 
Their guns affect everybody and 
they need to be much more re¬ 
sponsible with them. And in order 
to get them there, we need to 
make allies of them. And frankly, 
forgive me, you and your rheto¬ 
ric make enemies of them, and 
that’s making us less safe. Look 
at what Connecticut is doing. 
You’re not going to get any pub¬ 
lic safety benefit out of that. I 
think you’re gonna make us less 
safe. Because you drive the gun 
guys into that defensive crouch 
that’s so destructive. 

My essential belief is that we 
need to treat gun owners with 
more respect while also de¬ 
manding a higher level of re¬ 
sponsibility. 

JOE: Why do gun owners get to 
have this level of “respect” that 
no other segment of society has? 

I could say, “I’m a responsible 
driver. Why does the govern¬ 
ment get to tell me that I have to 
wear a seat belt?” 

DAN: It’s not a question of fair¬ 
ness. I am not making a rights ar¬ 
gument, or a fairness argument. 
I’m interested in what will make 
the country safer. 

JOE: Actually, you do make a 
fairness argument. Toward the 
end of your book, you write 
about how you had gained a 
greater appreciation for the 
way many Americans feel “over¬ 
managed and under-respect¬ 
ed.” You use the example of a 
neonatal nurse in California, irate 
that the state passed legislation 
mandating that hospitals lock up 
certain drugs that had always 
been readily available to the 
nursing staff. “We’re nurses,” you 
quote her as saying. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Image 
after image splashes on the 
wall of the art exhibit — a 
snapshot of young people 
laughing and drinking, a 
picture of an elephant, an 
exposed belly of a woman 
barely covering her breasts 
with one arm. The photos 
were taken from their com¬ 
puters without their knowl¬ 
edge through a techno¬ 
logical glitch. 

Over in a corner, visitors 
can sort through Face- 
book profile photos from 
unwitting users through 
a website that organizes 
them by gender, country 
and adjectives such as 
“sly," ‘’smug” or “easy go¬ 
ing." Think online dating 
site, for people who don’t 
know they are on it. 

The works are part of “The 
Public Private,” an art ex¬ 
hibit that explores the gray 
areas of online privacy, 
surveillance and data 
collection in the age of 
Facebook and Google. 
The pieces shift across 
the boundaries between 
what’s public and private, 
all through the lens of tech¬ 
nology. But lines are never 
clear, if there are any at all, 
and that can be unsettling. 
Its curator, 

Christiane Paul, says she 
hopes visitors will walk away 
with questions. The exhibit’s 
goal, she says, isn't to uni¬ 
versally declare Facebook 
bad or social media evil, 
but to get people thinking. 
It’s only been nine years, 
after all, since Facebook’s 
birth and seven since Twit¬ 
ter was created, so art that 
explores social networking 


as a subject is just emerg¬ 
ing. 

“I don’t think good art pro¬ 
vides easy answers,” says 
Paul, adjunct curator at 
Whitney Museum of Ameri¬ 
can Art and a media stud¬ 
ies professor at The New 
School, where the exhibit 
runs through April 17. 
Indeed, bringing the con¬ 
cept of online privacy into 
the physical world can feel 
both uncomfortable and 
eye-opening. 

The Internet may lull us into 
a false sense of security. 
Posting something on 
Facebook, for instance, 
can feel more private than 
shouting it on a busy street, 
even if the opposite is true 
given that a Facebook 
post might reach hundreds 
or thousands of people, 
perhaps millions. 

“We are living, really, in a 
situation where we don’t 
know what we want to 


have as public," says Paolo 
Cirio, one of the artists fea¬ 
tured. “We don’t know 
what is public and what is 
not. It's a moment of con¬ 
fusion for a lot of people. 
The next generation al¬ 
ready has another idea for 
privacy.” After the exhibit 
ends, some of the projects 
will remain available online 
or offline — at least in some 
form. 

Take Cirio's “Street Ghosts,” 
for example. It’s nothing 
more than life-sized im¬ 
ages of people caught in 
Google’s street-level map¬ 
ping feature, plastered on 
walls and fences in the 
same physical place that 
their digital counterparts 
occupy on Google Maps. 
Cirio calls the online ver¬ 


sions “digital ghosts." Some 
of the images are pasted 
on the outside walls of the 
building housing the ex¬ 
hibit. 

They serve as a reminder of 
what we leave behind on 
the Internet. 

“We lose control (of our 
digital information) com¬ 
pletely when we die," he 
says “But it's left in the ar¬ 
chives of Google, Face- 
book." 

Some of the works in the 
show, Paul acknowledges, 
exist in a legal and ethical 
gray area. 

For “The Others,” Eva and 
Franco Mattes gained ac¬ 
cess to private computer 
files through “old software 
that lets you anonymously 
share files from your com¬ 


puter,” Eva Mattes ex¬ 
plains. “But people who 
are not familiar with it mis¬ 
takenly share their whole 
computer without realizing 
it." Looking inside a strang¬ 
er's computer feels a bit 
like peeking into his or her 
house, she says. 

A previous project by the 
couple — not part of this 
exhibit — made all the 
content of their computer 
available to the public. 
For three years, anyone 
with Internet access could 
look through their photos, 
emails, even their bank ac¬ 
count. 

The artists say they didn't 
feel conflicted about grab¬ 
bing the photos from pri¬ 
vate computers. 

“The first thing I noticed is 
how little difference there 
is with the ones you see 
online all the time," Franco 
Mattes says. “These are 
supposedly private pho¬ 
tos, but they’re no differ¬ 
ent than public photos. In 
a sense. I'm doing what all 
photographers do: I ‘take’ 
photos.” 

So has anyone in the pho¬ 
tos contacted them? 

“The first time we showed 
the work, in Sheffield, U.K., 
a person claimed to be 
portrayed. To be honest it 
was hard to tell whether or 
not he really was the guy 
in the photos," Eva Mattes 
says in an email interview. 
“Anyway, the next day he 
came back to see the ex¬ 
hibition with his whole fam¬ 
ily, to show them he was 
famous.” 

She says the couple felt 
relieved. □ 

Brooke Singer, a new me¬ 
dia studies professor at Pur¬ 
chase College in New York, 
says the imagery of “The 
Others” is in itself uninter¬ 
esting. It looks exactly like 
photos people post online. 
“So the point of the project 
is not the content per se 
but to have us consider the 
ethics and audacity of the 
act," she says. 

The project, she adds, 
speaks more broadly 
about the digital age — 
the way limits to what can 
and cannot be replicated 
are constantly built up 
and torn down “by various 
interests. ”□
